Dedication to Police Chief Bill Burke : 2014 


Dedication of the Town of Chester 
Annual Report 
To 
Chief William F. Burke 





Bill began his career over thirty years ago as a Police Officer for the City of Manchester, 
New Hampshire. He was young and naive at the time but soon learned that he had found 
the “job of a lifetime.” Being an Irish Catholic Democrat, Bill was brought up by his 
parents to treat others with compassion and to give of himself whenever he could. The 
perfect job for him, other than being a priest, was to serve the community as a Police 
Officer. 


After Bill graduated from New Hampshire’s 69'" Police Academy, he walked the beat in 
some of Manchester’s most dangerous neighborhoods. This is where he honed his 
physical and mental skills and quickly began to make friends with local residents and 
business owners. It was not uncommon to see Bill playing basketball or throwing a 
Frisbee with the neighborhood kids or attending a birthday party on his day off. 


Eventually, Officer Burke was assigned to a cruiser and was able to patrol every area of 
the Queen City. He responded to many high-profile calls, including brutal murders and 
hostage situations, but his two most memorable and gratifying calls were when he 
assisted in rescuing two young children from a burning building and when he assisted in 
delivering two beautiful babies, one being named after him in recognition/honor of what 
he did. 


After patrolling the streets of Manchester, Officer Burke took an interest in helping the 
youth of the city. He was assigned as a detective in the Juvenile Division. Bill 
investigated various crimes committed by juveniles as well as crimes committed against 
children. He thoroughly enjoyed his position. 


In the late eighties and early nineties, the scourge of drugs and prostitution entered the 
city of Manchester and things began to change. Crack houses began opening up in the 
inner city and crime began to rise. The city was blindsided and things were getting out of 
control. Officer Burke did not like what he saw and wanted to do something about it. He 
asked to be assigned to the Special Investigations Unit so he could help put a stop to the 
criminal activity that was taking place in the neighborhoods he : 

grew up in. 


Bill let his hair get long and grew a full beard. He tucked a gun in 
his waistband and hit the neighborhoods. Throughout his stint as 
an undercover narcotics detective, Bill was able to make hundreds 
of hand-to-hand drug purchases from the corner street dealer up to 
the high-end distributors. His travels took him to all corners of 
New Hampshire, as well as into New York City, where he was 
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involved in one of the largest cocaine distribution cases in the State’s history. At the 
time, over twenty people were arrested and several kilos of cocaine, vehicles, weapons 
and homes were seized. It is one of the many highlights of his career. 


After working for several years as a narcotics detective, Bill decided that he wanted to 
slow things down a bit. (Fast forward to 1994.) 


Bill started his new adventure at the Chester Police Department in 1994. He said it was 
the best thing he ever did. He quickly got accustomed to the lay of the land and made 
himself known to the residents of Chester. Loving to work with children, Bill introduced 
the D.A.R.E. program to the Chester School in 1995. He taught the students how to 
make good decisions and to stay away from abusing drugs and alcohol. He even 
chaperoned several field trips with his students. 


After a few years on the job, Bill was promoted to Sergeant and took on more 
responsibilities. Also, he was voted to be the president of the Chester Police Benevolent 
Association where he was able to raise funds for the D.A.R.E. program. To this day, the 
program continues to be self-funded at no cost to the Chester taxpayers. 


As the Town of Chester began to grow and get busier, Chief Wagner promoted Sergeant 
Burke to Deputy Chief. Bill took on many more administrative duties but continued to 
teach D.A.R.E. and patrol the streets of Chester. Bill was most proud of the drug 
investigation he spearheaded in Chester which took place in December of 1996. In total, 
11 homes and over 6,000 pot (marijuana) plants were seized and several people were 
arrested. At the time, this was the largest pot bust in the history of the state. 


In 2007, Chief Wagner made the decision to retire after a 20-year career with the Chester 
Police Department. At this time, Deputy Chief Burke made his interest known for the 
Chiefs position. After a few months of serving as Interim Chief, the Town and Board of 
Selectmen decided that Deputy Chief Burke was the right man for the job. Chief Burke 
then hit the pavement running. First he hired myself as a Sergeant and shortly after 
promoted me to Lieutenant and his right-hand man. He then changed the police cruisers 
back to traditional black-and-white and made some subtle uniform changes. His 
philosophy and focus was to provide more training and much-needed equipment, as well 
as a better salary for the Town’s officers in order to provide the Town with reliable, 
competent, and a quality police force. Working together with his Lieutenant and the 
Board of Selectmen, Chief Burke was able to achieve this goal. 


Chief Burke kept an open-door policy. He loved helping the residents of Chester. His 
commitment and sincerity of service to the Town became obvious to any who cared to 
notice the large amount of people who stopped by to “bend his ear” or the number of 
calls he received daily from people looking for “Billy” to assist them in their lives. He 
truly enjoyed every minute of it and cherished the resulting relationships he made over 
the years. 
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The Chester Police Department has come a long way over the past seven years, and I am 
proud to have been a part of it serving under this Chief. Now he has decided to retire in 
October of 2015 after over thirty years of public service. Surely, he has made a 
difference in many lives and in our community. There is no doubt he will be missed. If 
you get a chance, come on in and see “Billy” before he goes on to a new chapter in his 
life. Like the Chief always says: “Retirement is the beginning of life, not the end.”

Restoration of Involuntarily Merged Lots 


Under NH RSA 674:39-aa Restoration of Involuntarily Merged Lots, you are hereby 
informed that any lots or parcels that were involuntarily merged prior to September 18, 
2010 by a city, town, county, village district, or any other municipality, may be restored 
to premerger status upon the owner’s request and all zoning and tax maps shall be 
updated to identify the premerger boundaries of said lots or parcels as recorded at the 
appropriate registry of deeds, provided: 

1. The request is submitted to the Chester Board of Selectmen prior to December 31, 

2016. 

2. No owner in the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots. If any owner in 
the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots, then all subsequent owners 
shall be estopped from requesting restoration. 

A copy of the NH RSA 674:39-aa is attached hereto and incorporated hereof as part of 
this Notice.

PLANNING AND ZONING 


CHAPTER 674 
LOCAL LAND USE PLANNING AND REGULATORY POWERS 


Regulation of Subdivision of Land 
Section 674:39-aa 


674:39-aa Restoration of Involuntarily Merged Lots. — 

I. In this section: 

(a) "Involuntary merger" and "involuntarily merged" mean lots merged by municipal action 
for zoning, assessing, or taxation purposes without the consent of the owner. 

(b) "Owner" means the person or entity that holds legal title to the lots in question, even if 
such person or entity did not hold legal title at the time of the involuntary merger. 

(c) "Voluntary merger" and "voluntarily merged" mean a merger under RSA 674:39-a, or 
any overt action or conduct that indicates an owner regarded said lots as merged such as, but not 
limited to, abandoning a lot line. 

II. Lots or parcels that were involuntarily merged prior to September 18, 2010 by a city, town, 
county, village district, or any other municipality, shall at the request of the owner, be restored to 
their premerger status and all zoning and tax maps shall be updated to identify the premerger 
boundaries of said lots or parcels as recorded at the appropriate registry of deeds, provided: 

(a) The request is submitted to the governing body prior to December 31, 2016. 

(b) No owner in the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots. If any owner in the 
chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots, then all subsequent owners shall be estopped 
from requesting restoration. The municipality shall have the burden of proof to show that any 
previous owner voluntarily merged his or her lots. 

III. All decisions of the governing body may be appealed in accordance with the provisions of 
RSA 676. 

IV. Any municipality may adopt local ordinances, including ordinances enacted prior to the 
effective date of this section, to restore previously merged properties that are less restrictive than 
the provisions in paragraph I and II. 

V. The restoration of the lots to their premerger status shall not be deemed to cure any non- 
conformity with existing local land use ordinances. 

VI. Municipalities shall post a notice informing residents that any involuntarily merged lots 
may be restored to premerger status upon the owner's request. Such notice shall be posted in a 
public place no later than January 1, 2012 and shall remain posted through December 31, 2016. 


Each municipality shall also publish the same or similar notice in its 2011 through 2015 annual 
reports.

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Selectmen’s Report 


As Chair of our Board of Selectmen, it is my responsibility to write our Selectmen’s Report. | 
usually try to give you a view of what we have accomplished during the past year and where we 
will try to direct our Town for the coming year. 


Much has been accomplished as many of you have expressed to me a multitude of positive 
accolades for the improvements achieved. In particular, we are delighted to have completed the 
restoration of the Ruth Ray Building that houses Chester Post Office, the first Phase of the 
reconstruction of Edwards Mill Dam, as well as the many unnamed projects that are listed in our 
department reports. 


I have a vision for Chester; our Board of Selectmen has a vision for Chester; our Budget 
Committee has a vision for Chester; and each and every organization that asks for a budget or 
warrant article has a vision for Chester. That does not mean that we agree with each other’s 
visions. That only means that we have put together a Budget that we believe will accomplish the 
goals of allowing our Town to operate in a manner that is conducive to the benefit of our 
citizenry. Hopefully, we all learned in our school-based years that “Good Democracy requires 
Participation!” 


Participation is not just reading the warrant or the Town Report and agreeing with it. 
Participation is not just reading the newspaper or watching the T.V. and agreeing or disagreeing 
with the discussion. Participation is becoming involved in the discussion; expressing your 
opinion, and if important enough to you, attending Town Meeting or volunteering to bring your 
ideas and talents to a committee. 


Let us all understand. . . .governments spend money to provide the services that they believe the 
citizens desire. The majority of that money comes from the property taxes that are collected 
from you, the property owners. There are no “hidden pots of gold, slush accounts or rainy day 
funds.” If we pull money from the “unexpended fund balance,” we are taking funds from prior 
years where we had a surplus. Sometimes if the surplus adds up over a few years, we (the Board 
of Selectmen) can give a modest tax reduction. But understand, the surplus is never enough to 
lower property tax more than a few cents per thousand dollars of property tax. This year the 
Board of Selectmen planned on using some of that surplus to assist in funding a portion of the 
Capital Improvements Program, (a long-term savings account paid for by the citizens presently 
in Town, and the builders and developers who are adding to the growth of our Town). We are 
also using a portion of the unexpended fund balance to assist in a major repair/replacement of the 
old floor in the Multi-purpose Room. 


It has been our (the Board of Selectmen’s) practice to put repairs in the general budget; but in 
this case, we believed that this was a major correction as well as replacing the floor that has gone 
beyond its projected useful life. The correction, creating a moisture barrier, was not readily 
available when the building was first built. Since that time period, modern technology has 
developed and we are able to use such technology. This flooring material has been developed 
specifically for multi-purpose use. It will be able to handle games played on it, meetings and 
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dinners served on it, and any other function this room serves now. Some people may ask why 
this floor replacement was not placed in the Capital Improvement Plan. 


First, 
this is a repair. Repairs are not eligible for the Capital Improvement Plan. 


Second, 
the Capital Improvement Plan is a long-term strategy for saving money from 
taxation, impact fees, and other appropriate revenue sources. This floor (as 
previously stated) has reached its useful life and should be replaced as soon as 
possible. 


Third, 
the Town, by Warrant Article in 2008, established a Building Improvement 
and Maintenance Capital Reserve Fund, which according to our attorney is 
available for such use. (The difference between a Capital Reserve Fund and a 
Capital Improvement Plan (“CIP”) is the method of funding. Impact fees are 
normally not collected for Capital Reserve Funds. 


During this Budget Season, there has been much discussion in reference to the Capital 
Improvements Program. Presently, the Planning Board (the overseer of the CIP) has two 
departments; namely, Recreation and Highway, that are eligible to collect impact fees. They are 
planning to add the Fire Department, Police Department, and School Unit in the near future. 


We, the Board of Selectmen, after being asked by the Budget Committee if we were going to 
continue the CIP process, met with several members of the Planning Board and requested that 
they share support. They are extremely enthusiastic that this is one of the better ways to control 
spikes in our tax rate. Personally, I would agree, but I believe that the CIP is a savings plan that 
receives the majority of its contributions from the taxpayers of the Town. I am not opposed to a 
savings program; and, in fact, I would highly endorse it! But, I am also a realist who 
understands that I may need to spend some funds today to handle the immediate issues! The 
Board of Selectmen manage the budget using their best collective judgment based on trends, 
contracts, government regulations, changes in personnel, and their experience over the years in 
handling the daily operations of the Town. We must always recognize that each year’s budget is 
dependent upon past years and planning for future years. This is what we do in bringing forth 
our proposed budget. 


I saw the Budget Committee Meeting on April 13, 2015 in which after several hours that 
evening and several weeks of discussion before, four members out of seven voted to bring to the 
Town Meeting a budget that was approximately $225,000 (Two Hundred Twenty-Five Thousand 
Dollars) below the proposed Selectmen’s budget which was voted for unanimously at their 
Selectmen’s Meeting. The comment in closing the Budget Committee’s Meeting that evening 
was that the Budget Committee Budget did not “cut” the budget but actually added a small 
percentage over last year. The previous year’s Budget Committee budget had been enhanced by 
a member of the public and voted in by the townspeople; yet, please understand that the 
enhanced budget was not considered the Town budget by the Budget Committee. As to the 
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percentage increase for this year, calculations were based upon the last year’s original Budget 
Committee’s proposed budget. 


When the Selectmen speak of budgets, we do so with the understanding that all year long we are 
determining how much we can spend for the services we believe you desire. In our discussion 
with several members of the Budget Committee on April 9"", a budget developed by the Budget 
Committee Chair was presented and the difference between that and the Board of Selectmen was 
determined to be approximately $220,000 (Two Hundred Twenty Thousand Dollars). The Board 
of Selectmen explained that we were agreeing to put $380,000 (Three Hundred Eighty Thousand 
Dollars) from taxation and the General Fund Balance surplus and the additional $120,000 (One 
Hundred Twenty Thousand Dollars) from the Highway Block Grant, for a total of a Half Million 
Dollars. In doing so, we asked the Budget Committee to consider splitting the difference and 
adding $100,000 to their budget in order that we, the Budget Committee and the Board of 
Selectmen, would bring to you, the taxpayers, a unified budget. Instead, further meetings of the 
Budget Committee lowered their proposed budget even further. 


NH RSA 235:25 limits the use of Highway Block Grants to the highway construction, 
reconstruction or maintenance purposes. 


By the Budget Committee recommending a budget $225,000 less than the Board of Selectmen 
proposed, if passed, drastic cuts will need to be made or the possibility exists that we will not 
have enough of a surplus to cover the New Hampshire Department of Revenue requirements and 
we will need to raise all of future amounts for the CIP by straight taxation. We will be 
presenting our own budget; we will probably not bring a reduced budget to the floor wishing 
instead that you, the participating citizens tell us: “How much are your services from the 
government worth?” 


In closing, I would like you to consider one other Warrant Article. The Selectmen are supporting 
the Maintenance Department in its request for the lease/purchase of a utility tractor. A great deal 
of discussion has been generated over the “purposes of” this machine. Our present zero-turn 
mower is approximately ten years old and is showing its age. We intend to continue to maintain 
it and use it for as long as we can. This utility tractor (approximately 25 horsepower) will have a 
fine grass mower and a brush hog. Therefore, it will be able to mow not only the athletic fields, 
but also the areas that promote larger plant growth behind the Municipal Building including the 
septic field along the fence lines at French’s field and some of the rough areas at Wason Pond. 
Also, it will have a snow blower and a quick release loader bucket. This year one of our 
residents graciously allowed us to use his machine for free when we cleaned up the February 
snow storms and the snow removal from the roofs. It saved time and labor costs. Discussion 
centered around a small backhoe attachment and the possibility of an enclosed winter cab. These 
became part of the negotiations because their cost under the Municipal Lease Program was 
almost negligible as compared to purchasing these items separately. The four-years cost for this 
utility machine is $28,250 or $7,655 a year. This is $.01 (one cent) on a thousand dollars of 
taxation. I would urge you to seriously consider supporting this small piece of equipment that 
should last us for a long time. 
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One of my fellow Selectmen tells me year-after-year that he enjoys seeing who I will quote in 
my report. My beliefs about government and how it should operate are very defined. My 
professors always taught that government needs to be “responsive to the people’s needs;” and 
even more importantly, it needs to have people working who will accept responsibility for their 
actions. As Chairman of the five-person group that you, the Town citizenry, elect to manage, 
administer and resolve the issues of the Town of Chester, I take the responsibility very seriously 
and passionately. The words of a great leader and former President, Harry Truman, stand out for 
me: ‘The Buck stops here.”

Fund Balance Policy 
Effective September 1, 2013 
INTRODUCTION 


In accordance with the governmental accounting standard, GASB Statement No. 54, the Town of 
Chester recognizes the following five categories of fund balance for financial reporting purposes: 


a. Non-spendable Fund Balance: amounts that cannot be spent because they are either not 
in spendable form or legally or contractually required to be maintained intact (e.g., non- 
cash assets such as inventories or prepaid items). 

b. Restricted Fund Balance: funds legally restricted for specific purposes such as grants, 
expendable trust funds, and unspent bond proceeds. 

c. Committed Fund Balance: amounts that can only be used for specific purposes pursuant 
to a formal vote of the Board of Selectmen or by a vote of the legislative body. 

d. Assigned Fund Balance: amounts intended by the Board of Selectmen for specific 
purposes that do not meet the criteria to be classified as restricted or committed fund 
balances. Items that would fall under this type of fund balance could be encumbrances. 

e. Unassigned Fund Balance: residual classification for the Town’s general fund and 

includes all spendable amounts not included in other classifications. The unassigned 

f classification also includes negative residual fund balances of any other governmental 

| fund that cannot be eliminated by offsetting of assigned fund balance. 





Committed Fund Balance 


| The Board of Selectmen, as the government’s highest level of decision-making 

| authority, may commit fund balance by a formal vote prior to the government’s fiscal 
year-end for that fiscal year. Future modification or rescission of committed funds must 
likewise be accomplished by a formal vote of the Board of Selectmen prior to fiscal 
year-end. 


| Actions approved by the legislative body also considered to be a committed fund 
balance, would include specific approved warrant articles such as a transfer out of the 
year-end unassigned fund balance for any specific expendable trust or capital reserve 
account, or non-lapsing warrant articles. 


Assigned Fund Balance 


| Balances will be assigned (encumbered) in accordance with RSA 32:7 (Lapse of 
Appropriations), generally accepted accounting principles, and Town policy. 


Spending Prioritizations 


e When expenditure is incurred that would qualify for payment with either 
restricted or unrestricted funds, it shall be paid from restricted funds. 


e When expenditure is incurred that qualifies for payment from either of the three 
unrestricted fund balance categories, it shall be applied in the following order: 
(1) Committee, (2) Assigned, and (3) Unassigned.

Deficit Fund Balance 


At year end if any special revenue fund (i.e., grants funds, etc.) has a deficit unassigned 
fund balance, then the Board of Selectmen is authorized to transfer funds from the 
general fund to cover the deficit, providing the general fund has money to do so. 


Minimum Level of Unassigned Fund Balance 


Government finance guidelines and the New Hampshire Department of Revenue 
Administration (DRA) recommend that municipalities retain 5 to 15 percent of regular 
general operating revenues or 8 to 17 percent of general fund operating expenditures. 
The Town will strive to maintain an appropriate unassigned fund balance following 
these financial guidelines. The Board of Selectmen will review this information each 
year in order to determine the appropriate amount of unassigned fund balance to be used 
to reduce the property tax rate. 


Annual Review 


Compliance with the provisions of this policy shall be reviewed as part of the annual 
budget adoption process.

Report on the Financial Statements 


We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activi- 
ties, the discretely presented component unit, the major fund, and the aggregate 
remaining fund information of the Town of Chester, New Hampshire, as of and for 
the year ended June 30, 2014 (except for the discretely presented component unit, 
which is as of and for the year ended December 31, 2013), which collectively com- 
prise the Town’s basic financial statements as listed in the Table of Contents. 


Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statements 


The Town’s management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation 

of these financial statements in accordance with accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America; this includes the design, implementation, 
and maintenance of internal control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation 
of financial statements that are free from material misstatement, whether due to 
fraud or error. 


Auditor’s Responsibility 


Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on 

our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally 
accepted in the United States of America. Those standards require that we plan and 
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial state- 
ments are free from material misstatement. 


An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts 
and disclosures in the financial statements. The procedures selected depend on the 
auditor’s judgment, including the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of 
the financial statements, whether due to fraud or error. In making those risk assess- 
ments, the auditor considers internal control relevant to the entity’s preparation and 
fair presentation of the financial statements in order to design audit procedures that 
are appropriate in the circumstances, but not for the purpose of expressing an opin- 
ion on the effectiveness of the entity’s internal control. Accordingly, we express no

Accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America require 
that Management’s Discussion and Analysis be presented to supplement the basic 
financial statements. Such information, although not a part of the basic financial 
statements, is required by the Governmental Accounting Standards Board, who 
considers it to be an essential part of financial reporting for placing the basic finan- 
cial statements in an appropriate operational, economic, or historical context. We 
have applied certain limited procedures to the required supplementary information 

in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of 
America, which consisted of inquiries of management about the methods of preparing 
the information and comparing the information for consistency with management's 
responses to our inquiries, the basic financial statements, and other knowledge we 
obtained during our audit of the basic financial statements. We do not express an 
opinion or provide any assurance on the information because the limited procedures 
do not provide us with evidence sufficient to express an opinion or provide any 
assurance. 


Other Information 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial state- 
ments that collectively comprise the Town of Chester, New Hampshire’s basic finan- 
cial statements. The schedules of Nonmajor Governmental Funds appearing on 
pages 39 through 44 are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a 
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required part of the basic financial statements. Such information is the responsibility of 
management and was derived from and relates directly to the underlying accounting 
and other records used to prepare the financial statements. The information has been 
subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the financial statements 
and certain additional procedures, including comparing and reconciling such infor- 
mation directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the 
financial statements or to the financial statements themselves, and other additional 
procedures in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United 
States of America. In our opinion, the information is fairly stated in all material 

respects in relation to the financial statements as a whole.

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MANAGEMENT’S DISCUSSION AND ANALYSIS 


As management of the Town of Chester, New Hampshire, we offer readers this 
narrative overview and analysis of the Town’s financial activities for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 2014. 


A. OVERVIEW OF THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


This discussion and analysis is intended to serve as an introduction to the basic 
financial statements. The basic financial statements comprise three components: 
(1) government-wide financial statements, (2) fund financial statements, and 

(3) notes to financial statements. This report also contains other supplementary 
information in addition to the basic financial statements themselves. 


Government-wide financial statements. The government-wide financial state- 
ments are designed to provide readers with a broad overview of our finances in 
a manner similar to a private-sector business. 


The Statement of Net Position presents information on all assets and liabilities, 
with the difference between the two reported as net position. Over time, increases 
or decreases in net position may serve as a useful indicator of whether the finan- 
cial position is improving or deteriorating. 


The Statement of Activities presents information showing how the Town’s net 
position changed during the most recent fiscal year. All changes in net position 
are reported as soon as the underlying event giving rise to the change occurs, 
regardless of the timing of related cash flows. Thus, revenues and expenses are 
reported in this statement for some items that will only result in cash flows in future 
fiscal periods (e.g., uncollected taxes and earned but unused vacation leave). 


The governmental activities include general government, public safety, high- 
ways and streets, sanitation, health and welfare, culture and recreation, and 
conservation. 


The government-wide financial statements are designed to include the Town 

of Chester, New Hampshire (the primary government), and any legally separate 
entities for which it is financially accountable (component units). The Town of 
Chester, New Hampshire has one component unit, the Spring Hill Farm Trust. 
This Trust was established to administer the daily operations of the Spring Hill 
Farm, which was donated to the Town by Ms. Muriel Church. 


Fund financial statements. A fund is a grouping of related accounts that is 
used to maintain control over resources that have been segregated for specific 
activities or objectives. Fund accounting is used to ensure and demonstrate 
compliance with finance-related legal requirements. All of the funds can be 
divided into two categories: governmental funds and fiduciary funds. 


Governmental funds. Governmental funds are used to account for essentially 
the same functions reported as governmental activities in the government-wide 
financial statements. However, unlike the government-wide financial statements, 
governmental fund financial statements focus on near-term inflows and outflows 
of spendable resources, as well as on balances of spendable resources available 
at the end of the fiscal year. Such information may be useful in evaluating a gov- 
ernment’s near-term financing requirements. 


Because the focus of governmental funds is narrower than that of the government- 


wide financial statements, it is useful to compare the information presented for 
governmental funds with similar information presented for governmental activities 
in the government-wide financial statements. By doing so, readers may better 
understand the long-term impact of the government’s near-term financing deci- 
sions. Both the governmental fund balance sheet and the governmental fund 
statement of revenues, expenditures, and changes in fund balances provide a 
reconciliation to facilitate this comparison between governmental funds and 
governmental activities. 


An annual appropriated budget is adopted for the general fund. A budgetary 
comparison statement has been provided for the general fund to demonstrate 
compliance with this budget. 


Fiduciary funds. Fiduciary funds are used to account for resources held for the 

benefit of parties outside the government. Fiduciary funds are not reflected in the 
government-wide financial statements because the resources of those funds are 
not available to support the Town’s own programs. 


Notes to financial statements. The notes provide additional information that is 
essential to a full understanding of the data provided in the government-wide and 
fund financial statements. 


Other information. In addition to the basic financial statements and accom- 
panying notes, this report also presents certain required supplementary infor- 
mation which is required to be disclosed by accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. 


B. FINANCIAL HIGHLIGHTS 


e Asof the close of the current fiscal year, the total of assets exceeded liabili- 
ties by $17,061,223 (i.e., net position), a change of $741,500 in comparison 
to the prior year. 


e Asof the close of the current fiscal year, governmental funds reported com- 
bined ending fund balances of $3,681,821, a change of $402,056 in compari- 
son to the prior year. 


e At the end of the current fiscal year, unassigned fund balance for the general 
fund was $1,429,442, a change of $241,009 in comparison to the prior year. 
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e Total long-term debt (i.e., bonds payable and capital leases) at the close of the 
current fiscal year was $814,405, a change of $(318,355) in comparison to the 


prior year.

As noted earlier, net position may serve over time as a useful indicator of a gov- 
ernment’s financial position. At the close of the most recent fiscal year, total net 
position was $17,061,223, a change of $741,500 from the prior year. 


The largest portion of net position $13,373,210 reflects our investment in capital 
assets (e.g., land, buildings, improvements, machinery, equipment, vehicles and 
infrastructure), less any related debt used to acquire those assets that is still 
outstanding. These capital assets are used to provide services to citizens; conse- 
quently, these assets are not available for future spending. Although the invest- 
ment in capital assets is reported net of related debt, it should be noted that the 
resources needed to repay this debt must be provided from other sources, since 


the capital assets themselves cannot be used to liquidate these liabilities. 


An additional portion of net position, $1,484,259 represents resources that are 
subject to external restrictions on how they may be used. The remaining balance 
of unrestricted net position $2,203,754 may be used to meet the Town’s ongoing 
obligations to citizens and creditors. 


Governmental activities. Governmental activities for the year resulted in a 
change in net position of $741,500. Key elements of this change are as follows:

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D. FINANCIAL ANALYSIS OF THE GOVERNMENT’S FUNDS 


As noted earlier, fund accounting is used to ensure and demonstrate compliance 
with finance-related legal requirements. 


Governmental funds. The focus of governmental funds is to provide information 
on near-term inflows, outflows, and balances of spendable resources. Such infor- 
mation is useful in assessing financing requirements. In particular, unassigned 
fund balance may serve as a useful measure of a government's net resources 
available for spending at the end of the fiscal year. 


As of the end of the current fiscal year, governmental funds reported combined 
ending fund balances of $3,681,821, a change of $402,056 in comparison to the 
prior year. Key elements of this change are as follows:

The general fund is the chief operating fund. At the end of the current fiscal year, 
unassigned fund balance of the general fund was $1,429,442, while total fund 
balance was $2,202,433. As a measure of the general fund’s liquidity, it may be 
useful to compare both unassigned fund balance and total fund balance to total 
general fund expenditures.

There were no differences between the total original budget and final amended 
budget, other than reclassifications between various expenditure functions. 


. CAPITAL ASSET AND DEBT ADMINISTRATION 


Capital assets. Total investment in capital assets for governmental activities 

at year-end amounted to $14,187,615 (net of accumulated depreciation), a change 
of $(39,553) from the prior year. This investment in capital assets includes land, 
buildings and building improvements, land improvements, machinery, equipment 
and vehicles, and infrastructure. 


Major capital asset events during the fiscal year included the following: 
e $57,819 for various building improvements, including re-roofing the multi- 
purpose room. 


e $113,918 for land improvements, including the Wason Pond athletic fields. 


e $97,171 for various equipment and vehicles, including a new police cruiser 
and transfer station skid steer. 


e $396,382 for the various infrastructure improvements, including the 
reclamation and paving of Birch and Shepard Home roads. 


e $65,000 for the purchase of the Ahie conservation easement. 
e $(769,843) of current year depreciation expense. 


Additional information on capital assets can be found in the Notes to Financial 
Statements. 


Long-term debt. At the end of the current fiscal year, total bonded debt out- 
standing was $385,000, all of which was backed by the full faith and credit of the 
government. 


At the end of the current fiscal year, total capital lease debt outstanding was 
$429,405. All capital lease agreements include a non-appropriation clause.

To the Citizens of Chester: 


Operating under the State of New Hampshire RSA Chapter 32, the Chester Municipal Budget 
Committee is charged with assisting the voting public in the prudent appropriation of funds for 
the Town of Chester. The Budget Committee is the legislative body's appropriations committee 
balancing the needs of the town, the school district and the taxpayers. 


On February 20" of this year, the Committee received a proposed operating budget from the 
Selectmen in the amount of $3,947,887, before debt. Last year’s budget, as amended at town 
meeting, before debt was $3,674,512. That is an increase in spending before debt over last year’s 
approved operating budget in the amount of $273,375 or nearly 7.44% percent increase. Part of 


the increased amount of $351,375 is $216,335 of retired debt which is now absorbed into the © 


proposed Selectman’s budget. 


The Budget Committee’s analysis takes into account previous year’s spending, as well as actual 
year-to-date spending including reviewing anticipated revenues. In the past several budget 
cycles, new equipment was purchased, significant dollars spent on maintenance, and employees 
received raises. The cost of health and dental insurance, as well as contributions by the town for 
retirement, can now cost more than the salary of the employee. During the Committee’s review 
of the proposed budget that was submitted by the Board of Selectmen, budgetary priorities were 
considered carefully in light of the large demand for additional town spending. There were many 
requests for enhanced services, new equipment, and maintenance. 


In three years, since 2012, the selectman’s proposed operating budget would increase the budget 
by 21% or $680,058. The pace of increase in town budget is of concern to the budget committee. 
While the Board of Selectman’s proposed operating budget increased by 21%, the State’s median 
income and population for the town of Chester during the same period have only grown by 5% 
each. 


The chart below reflects the trend of Budget Growth vs. Income and Population growth over a 
seven year period. 
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At nearly four million dollars, Budget Committee members expressed concern that at this rate of 
growth, it appears inevitable that the town budget will reach 5 million dollars in the near term. 
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The Budget Committee reviewed, debated, analyzed and finally arrived at a compromised budget 
among its members. The Committee’s recommended budget is $3,722,687 representing a 1.31% 
increase. 
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The Committee met with the Board of Selectmen to discuss possible compromise to their 
proposed budget. However, when the departmental budget requests were presented to the 
Selectmen very little discussion or questions were raised that would provide guidance to the 
Budget Committee to explain most of the proposed increases. To that end, the Budget 
Committee again reviewed the proposed budget and made adjustments. 


The taxpayers have a right to choose their spending priorities, recognizing that spending tax 
dollars without an efficient plan is not a prudent use of tax dollars. 


As always, we welcome the responsibility of assisting Chester’s taxpayers through our review of 
the operating budget, warrant articles, and bond requests. It is always our goal to carry out this 
review effectively, professionally, and in a fiscally responsible manner. As always, we welcome 
your attendance and input at our Budget Committee meetings. If you have any questions, please 
feel free to contact any of the Committee members.

Also, I have made the Tax Collector’s page on the Town’s website easier to work with when you 
are looking to see if your property tax bill has been paid or if you would like to print yourself a 
receipt for your records conveniently at home. This eliminates a trip to our office for this data 
and/or a phone call to ask us to send you this information. The mortgage companies and closing 
agencies are pleased with this feature and use this site each day. 


I would like to ask all of the residents who have dogs to please get them licensed by April 30 
each year, or as soon as your veterinarian gives your new puppy its first rabies shot to avoid the 
extra expense and inconvenience of receiving a civil forfeiture for not licensing your dogs. This 
will make it so much easier for all of us. This office and the Police Department do not like to see 
any of our residents go to court over this matter. Please remember, it is an RSA law from the 
State of New Hampshire, and we must follow the laws. 


In closing, Carolyn and I would like to thank our residents for all of their support and 
encouragement during procedural changeovers that may slow the line down as we learn the new 
procedures. Without the understanding and patience of our customers, it would be so much 
harder to perform our jobs; and so, again, we thank you and look forward to serving the Town 
for another successful year.

I am pleased to submit the Annual Report of the Finance Department for the Town of Chester to 
taxpayers and residents. The Finance Departm ent outsources the overall financial managem ent 
functions of the depar tment to Stone Hill M unicipal Services. We bring m any years of 
experience in municipal finance and management to the Town. It is a pleasure to work with th e 
staff and elected officials. 


The Finance Department is charged with the m anagement of all financial matters of the Town 
from vendor paym ents, payroll processing, cash management and account reco nciliation to 
establishing internal control procedures thereby mitigating financial risk for the c ommunity. 
Through the cooperation of all departments, we again had a pre-audit in June with the final audit 
work being done the last week of August/the first week of September. 


The Town’s Fund Balance as of June 30, 2014 was $1,605,894; approxim ately 11% of the State 
recommended 8%-17% of regular operating expe nditures. The 2014 Town Meeting did not use 
any of the Fund Balance nor did the Board of Se lectmen use any to offset the tax rate, therefore 
retaining the entire $1,605,894. 


The Tax Rate was confirmed on October 31, 2014, and the bills mailed and due on December 12, 
2014. Through the continued cooperation of the Town and School, we were again able to negate 
the need for a Tax Anticipation Note (TAN), thus saving the interest and costs from the Note. 


The Finance Departm ent continues to work towa rd efficiency and transparency. Our goals 

include promoting andim proving the financial management of the Town; increas ing the 
productivity of the Department; strengthening internal controls; updating and establishing proper 
financial policies and procedures while facilitating the professional growth of the dedicated staff. 


I wish to acknowledge and thank the Town’s b ookkeeper, Marianne Duffy, and all departm ents 
for their continued support and cooperation.

Treasurer’s Report 


The Treasurer has duties established by state statute. In part, the statute, RSA 41:29, states 
that “The Town Treasurer shall have custody of all moneys belonging to the Town, and shall 
pay out the same only upon orders of the Selectmen....” These moneys are made up of 
property tax collections and various fees charged for services. When authorized by the 
Selectmen, the Treasurer pays out funds for current operating expenses and capital expenses 
(debt). The Treasurer must maintain enough liquidity to meet the everyday obligations of the 
Town, and invest surplus cash in risk-free investments. At times, the balance in the general 
fund can be substantial (when semi-annual property taxes are collected). Interest rates, are 
rising slightly over the past few years, but are still at a near-zero rate resulting in low returns 
on investments. Because the investments of the Town must be 100% guaranteed, 
investment opportunities are limited. The balance in the General Fund generally exceeds the 
FDIC insurance limits. A collateralization procedure is used by the Town’s bank so that all 
of the Town’s funds are always secure. Our bank purchases US Government securities in the 
Town’s name for 102% of the current balance. The balances are monitored and the 
collateralization is adjusted on a weekly basis. 


The Treasurer also has custody of Fair Share Contributions (impact fees) that are collected on 
the construction of new homes. All funds collected must be properly identified and promptly 
deposited in individual, interest bearing accounts. The town is currently collecting impact 
fees for Highways and Recreation. The Planning Board is working on the methodology 
(formula) for assessing impact fees for the Police and Fire Departments. The following chart 
gives a summary of fees collected to date:

With careful oversight by the Finance Department and the Treasurer, the Town was able to 
meet all of its obligations, to the School District, County, Vendors, and Employees on a 
timely schedule without borrowing money in anticipation of property tax collections again 
this year.

Your Trustees of Chester’s Trust Funds meet regularly throughout the year to monitor the 
performance of the trust funds and capital reserve funds that are invested to the benefit of various 
town departments and organizations. These funds are invested in accordance with the RSAs of 
the State of New Hampshire as well as the investment policies of the Town of Chester. 


The Trustees work with and are advised by an accredited professional financial firm to make 
certain that: 


1) any new funds are promptly set up in accordance with State laws, and 


2) any additional funds coming forward to the benefit of any existing fund are promptly 
invested to return the maximum, prudently-available return, while striving to protect the 
principal from devaluation. 


Also, the Trustees also file annual reports with the State of New Hampshire and provide 
complete information on the funds to the Board of Selectmen through the Town’s Finance 
Director, to the Budget Committee and to the Town’s auditing firm. We are available also to the 
fund beneficiaries as well as to the general public throughout the year. 


The funds that are overseen by the Trustees consist of Trust Funds and Capital Reserve Funds. 


The Trust Funds consist of the Cemetery Perpetual Care Trusts, the Fire Department Trusts, the 
Public and School Library Trusts, and the Town Poor Trusts, more commonly called the 
Wilcomb-Townsend Trusts. The Trust Funds were all funded by private donations to the 
specific fund. 


The Capital Reserve Funds are those funds that are instituted by vote of the Town legislative 
body at the annual Town Meetings. They are generally used to set money aside for anticipated 
or unanticipated needs in order to reduce swings in the annual budget. 


In the past several years, improvements in equity markets have increased the value of the Trust 
Funds. The board has monitored this appreciation of the equity component of the trusts and 
directed our agent to rebalance the portfolio based on our investment policy. Separate from 
equities, almost all of the Trust Fund and Capital Reserve Fund distributions come from interest 
on fixed income and money market investments. Working with our investment advisor over the 
last year, the Trustees have been able to increase our return on these securities even in these 
times of very low interest rates. For some beneficiaries of the Trusts, their distribution has 
grown as much as several thousand dollars year over year.

The main function of the Assessing Department is to ensure that all homes are fairly and 
equitably assessed which ensures that each taxpayer is paying their fair share of the total 
tax burden of the Town. When changes are made to a property, we must view the 
property and change the value of the property accordingly. Properties that have been 
issued building permits, are under new construction, or have had subdivision or lot line 
adjustments are reviewed annually. All assessments are based on a snap shot date of 
April Ist of the current tax year. 


In addition to valuing all the properties in Town, we have some lesser known functions. 
Some of these additional functions are: Processing and maintaining Veterans Credits, 
Elderly, Disabled and Blind exemptions, timber and excavation operations, current use 
properties and liens, property transfers and address changes. 


Municipal Resources, Inc. continues to be our consulting firm for assessing matters. 
Scott Marsh and Jerry Quintal are assigned as our primary assessing agents. Mr. Marsh 
is in the office on an as-needed basis and reviews all abatements, as well as consults with 
Jean on properties and other issues that need further review. Mr. Quintal has been 
assisting with viewing and measuring properties as needed. 


It is requested that if any of the assessors come to your property, you support the Town’s 
efforts to keep assessments equitable and fair by answering their questions and allowing 
them to measure and list (describe) your improvements. 


If you have any questions or concerns, please feel free to call, email or come into the 
office and we will be happy to answer and assist. Please be aware that the Assessing staff 
is out of the office at times to conduct property inspections and information may not be 
available immediately.

To the citizens of the Town of Chester: 


We continue with our forward progress in all of the cemeteries as soon as the snow goes from 
this winter. During the spring of last year, we were able to replace the bark mulch around the 
inside wall and fence and trees of the main cemetery. As soon as the weather broke, we were 
able to bring in loam and fix low areas and seed it. We then went to Keene to pick up three 14- 
16 foot trees from the Liberty Tree Institute, and we planted them in the back area of the main 
cemetery. This will provide shade in the future for those visiting their loved ones. 


Finishing washing the stones has made a great difference in the visibility of the writings on the 
stones. You can now read what has been etched into the stones. Our Cemetery shed roof was 
stripped and re-shingled. The plywood on the roof is in great shape. The repair of head stones is 
an ongoing maintenance issue, and we address the stones when broken. The last of the rock 
walls located in the Lovy Lot was completed in North Chester in late fall. This spring, the wall 
on Rt. 102 near the vault will be repaired. 
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Our plans for this year are to begin working on the rear entrance to Branch Cemetery, removing 
leaves, brush, snapped trees, and clearing an entrance to the rear of the Cemetery. We anticipate 
our new shed will be ready in North Chester allowing us to store equipment at the Cemetery. In 
July, we will be heading to Keene to pick up trees and plant them throughout the Cemeteries. 
We will be starting to restack the boundaries at Sanborn Cemetery; this will take a few years. We 
will be painting the black wrought iron gates and taking a good look at the wooden part that was 
buried for a few months this past winter. 


During the fall of 2014, a wedding took place at the Village Cemetery after the Trustees 
researched the couple’s request and made necessary arrangements for the wedding ceremony. 
The couple was happily married and sent us a thank you card with some pictures shown below.

: The mission of the Chester Police Department, in partnership with the community, is to promote and to 
|) maintain a peaceful, safe and secure environment. The Department recognizes its members as its most 
‘| valuable resource and will strive to maintain the quality of public service through committed 
‘| leadership, supervisory direction, career development, and training. 


‘| Another year has come and gone. Despite being short staffed, our officers answered 2,906 calls for 
‘} service. 218 people were arrested for various criminal infractions, such as burglaries, sexual assaults, 
/| disorderly conduct, criminal threatening, criminal trespass, alcohol/drug violations and domestic violence 
i} §=. issues. 


Driving while intoxicated and reports of impaired/drug drivers continues to be an issue in the Town of 
Chester. Texting and cell phone use while driving has become a huge problem and the cause of many fatal 
accidents throughout the country. New laws going into effect July of 2015 regarding cell phone use will 
hopefully decrease the frequency of accidents and fatalities. The number of motor vehicle collisions 
remains stable and tends to increase during the winter months. Our officers are very diligent and keep the 
Town safe by enforcing traffic laws and by issuing summonses and warnings when necessary. I am 
happy to say that there were no motor vehicle fatalities in 2014. Seat belts do save lives! 


The Chester Police Department continues to deal with calls involving mental health issues. These calls 
can be quite dangerous to our officers as well as the parties involved. We will continue to train on these 
important issues and other issues as they come to the forefront of our work. 


Theft and fraud calls, as well as Gun Permits and pawn activity increased in 2014. The driving factor in 
many of these calls is the addiction to illegal and prescription drugs. The problem is much worse than 
some think and is sometimes in our own backyards. The price of heroin continues to be low and the 
quality remains high. Many people have lost their lives in New Hampshire recently because of the purity 
of the heroin as well as the other drugs heroin is sometimes mixed with, such as Fentanyl. It is sad to see 
so many good people going down the road of despair. 


Gun sales are continuing to increase as many people now feel that they have to protect themselves and 
their property. Nearly a week goes by that we do not deal with someone carrying a handgun, whether it is 
legal or illegal. 


The Chester Police Department has had a few changes in personnel this past year. Two officers have 
resigned and Officer McLellan has been deployed overseas for one year with the National Guard. Please 
keep Nick in your thoughts and prayers. 
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We currently have five (5) full-time officers, including myself, and five (5) part-time officers. 
Unfortunately Full-Time Officer Ferrero resigned after serving just over a year and Part-Time Officer 
Gardner left the Department after 14 years of service. We wish them well in their future endeavors. 


Because the Chester Police Department has been shorthanded, we have had to request State Police to 
assist us on some of the open midnight shifts. I do not like this to happen, but I have no choice until we 
can hire more personnel that will commit to the Town and stay after they have been trained. It is 
extremely time consuming to run a hiring process and to find a candidate with the right fit for the 
Department. Qualified candidates are very limited and most certified officers apply elsewhere for a much 
higher salary. We are currently conducting background investigations on two uncertified candidates who 
will have to train at the Academy for sixteen (16) weeks and then field train for several more weeks. It is 
an intense training program which not all candidates are able to complete. Lt. Berube and I have been 
working with the Board of Selectmen to establish an attractive salary and benefits package to be able to 
retain employees. 


The D.A.R.E. Program will continue this year with Officers Haggart and Sable returning for their third 
year. The Program continues to be a success and also helps to strengthen our relationship with the 
children of Chester as well as parents and teachers. 


I continue to hold the position of Chairman of the Highway Safety Committee which meets four times a 
year. All are welcome and I encourage any residents to stop by and sit in on the meetings. We appreciate 
your input. The Chester Joint Loss Management Committee and Chester Academy Safety Committee also 
meet several times a year. It is important to have these Committees so we can continue to keep our 
employees and residents safe. 


I trained several hours in 2014 in order to maintain my certification. In addition to firearms and deadly 
force training, I have also taken several online courses and webinars including Domestic Violence 
Protocol, Dealing with Calls Involving the Elderly, and Juvenile Law Updates. | also maintained prior 
certifications. Police work and training is constantly evolving and it is never too late to learn something 
new or to hone your current skills. 


Lt. Aaron Berube has continued to further his education focusing on command and executive training. 
Aaron has taken several courses in the last year including Landlord Tenant Laws, Aviation Safety (yes, 
Chester does have a certified landing strip!), Dealing with the Media, Civil Rights, Grant Writing and 
Chief Executive Leadership. Lt. Berube has prepared himself to step right into the Chief’s position in my 
absence, and has on several occasions. He is always there to help. 


Officer Timothy Loveless is a Field Training Officer and Background Investigator as well as a Firearms 
Instructor and does an outstanding job. Tim is certified in pistol, revolver, shotgun and rifle. He is also a 
certified Glock armorer. Officer William Sable is also a Field Training Officer, Firearms Instructor, and 
Background Investigator. Both Officers bring a tremendous wealth of knowledge to the Chester Police 
Department. 


Having the ability to keep much of our training cost-free and in-house allows us to save the Town money 
by limiting overtime, etc., for our Officers. Proper training is very important in order to keep up with the 
ever-changing laws that are enacted in New Hampshire, as well as across the country. Some of the 
courses taken by our Officers are Firearms Instructor, Shotgun Instructor, Defensive Tactics Instructor, 
Taser Instructor, O.C. Instructor, Simunitions, CPR, First Aid, Dealing with Mental Illness, and Legal 
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Updates. There are also many on-line courses and webinars offered through the NH Police Standards and 
Training. I am extremely proud of all of our officers and the sacrifices they make to the Town of Chester 
and to the Police Department. 


The Chester Police Department has been very fortunate to have received several grants from the NH 
Highway Safety Commission. The grants are used to enforce speed in specific areas and to take drunk and 
drugged drivers off the roads. We have been extremely successful with these grants, and we plan to apply 
for them for many years to come. We have also begun to purchase and replace bullet resistant vests 
through a federal grant and replace outdated handguns through a generous trade-in program. 


I would like to thank the residents of this great Town for your continued support as we continue to make 
the Chester Police Department one of the best departments in Rockingham County. I would like to thank 
all of my Officers and Administrative Assistant for the great job they do. Their pride, teamwork, and 
dedication are what make this Department such a special place. A big thank you to the various 
department heads, the Board of Selectmen, and the Budget Committee for their ongoing support and to 
the wonderful people in the Town offices who are always willing to help on a moment’s notice. 
Additionally, I wish to extend my appreciation to Fire Chief Rich Antoine and Road Agent Mike Oleson. 
They are truly dedicated to the Town and it shows through the countless hours they spend each day and 
night keeping the residents of this Town safe. It is nice to know that either of them are just a phone call 
away. 


As I sit here typing, I am reminded of one of my favorite childhood cartoon characters, Porky Pig. At the 
end of each cartoon, Porky jumped through the screen and exclaimed; “That’s All Folks!” Well, for me, 
that time has come. After more than twenty years of service to the Town of Chester and over thirty years 
in Law Enforcement, I have decided to move on to a new adventure. I never thought I would be saying 
this 30 years ago, but it is time to pass the torch. The Chester Police Department is in good hands and 
there is no doubt that my right hand man, Lt. Berube, will pick up the torch and run very far with it. He is 
more than capable! 


I am so proud to have had the opportunity to serve the Town of Chester as its Police Chief. Please do not 
hesitate to call me, e-mail me (Chief@gsinet.net), or stop by and see me with any concerns, problems, or 
ideas that you may have.

Regarding burning, the State of New Hampshire requires homeowners to have a burn permit 
for all outside fires. This includes fires in pits, chiminias and outdoor fireplaces. Burn permits 
are provided at no charge and must be obtained on the day you plan to burn. Visit the Fire 
Station for this permit. Coming soon this summer: online burn permits (watch for them in our 
new website). 


For modifications and installations of gas and oil heating systems, chimneys, woodstoves, pellet 
stoves and sprinkler systems, please pull a permit prior to starting the work. There is a 
$50/day penalty for work done without a permit. See the website for details and permits. 


In 2014, the Department conducted a total of 226 inspections as follows:

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We are proud of the commitment that our members have made to emergency response and 
training. We currently have 35 members of which 18 are fire certified and 20 are medically 
certified. We credit dedicated people, regular training (1,500 training hours in 2014), access to 
quality programs, and proper funding for our ability to produce a well-rounded group of 
professionals. To become part of our team, visit our new website or contact the Station. 


In addition to the on-call members responding to calls, medical calls activate Derry Medic to 
transport patients to area hospitals. This service cost the Town this year $69,336 and will be 
increasing to $83,896 over the next two years. Additionally, Derry bills the patient for transport.

I am pleased once again to issue this annual report to the citizens of Chester. I am thankful for the 
opportunity to serve the community. 


The Town of Chester remains a “draw” as a desirable community to live and to work in. With 30 new 
one-two-family home permits issued in calendar year 2014, Chester seems to hold or otherwise to 
maintain a constant growth even during these challenging times. As several new subdivisions come into 
play for 2015, I would suspect that the growth rate may increase again in 2015. 


We also see lots of generators, swimming pools, and renovations to existing properties. In all, nearly 400 
permits were issued throughout 2014, generating nearly $75,000 in revenue from building permit 
activities. 


Are you anticipating or preparing to remodel your home, add an addition, build a deck, have a back-up 
generator installed, or simply finishing off your basement? Are you uncertain about when you need a 
permit and/or how to go about it? Are you uncertain as to all of the code provisions that might apply to 
your project? Do it right the first time! Understanding the building code provisions can save money and 
time, while eliminating a great deal of frustration. Visit the Chester website at www.chesternh.org and 
click on the link “Building Inspector” on the left-hand side. While navigating on our webpage, you will 
receive guidelines to follow and posted information sheets by topic for a variety of projects. If you 
prefer, you may visit the Building Inspector’s office at 84 Chester Street and collect a copy of the 
information sheets that are available along the wall files outside the office. Better yet, you may sit and 
talk through your project with the Building Official either by appointment or during regular office hours.

Fortunately, this year was a relatively quiet year for Emergency Management. Despite our 
record snowfalls for the year, we were able to pull through without any major incidents. 


While we did have several major snow storms, there were very few power outages, and our 
Emergency Shelter located at the Multi-purpose Room (“MPR”) was ready for use as the need 
arose. There is still some work to be done at the MPR including possibly replacing the floor as 
well as acquiring more equipment and supplies for the Shelter specifically. Also, one of my 
goals for this year for the Shelter is to research the possibility of having an area for family pets to 
be housed if this need should arise in the future. 


Compiling a list of people interested in becoming a Volunteer to the Emergency Shelter 
operations during a major event is another goal for this year. Volunteers would be called upon 
to assume responsibilities for food preparation, assisting our senior citizens, and maintaining a 
clean, comfortable environment for the shelter residents. Anyone who would like to volunteer 
some of their time, should contact me by email at Philip.gladu@aol.com for more information. 


This year, I received updated E911 mapping for our community which greatly assists the 
Emergency Operations Center when it is activated. Given that our Town has been undergoing 
some considerable new construction, updating existing Town maps with the State required a 
good deal of my time over the summer. The new information was generated into new, updated 
maps that were completed at no cost to the Town. The updated maps will greatly improve the 
functions of emergency responders to emergency calls and in the coordination efforts of the 
Town and its surrounding communities during major events. I will continue to supply current 
and new information to the State Emergency Management Liaisons so that we have the most up- 
to-date data available. 


Finally, the Chester Fire Department has a new website where you can find information 
concerning Emergency Management. The site address is: http://chesternhfd.com and there you 
will find information concerning things to bring from home if you are going to use the shelter 
facilities, as well as other helpful items. You can find the information located under the 
“Services at CFD” tab located at the top of the web page.

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New Hands-Free Electronic Device Law 


There is a new Hands-Free Electronic Device Law in New Hampshire that will be going 
into effect on July 1, 2015. 


The law states: 
e No use of hand held electronic devices capable of providing voice or data 
communication while driving or temporarily halted in traffic for a stop sign or 


traffic signal or other momentary delays. 


e This includes cell phones, GPS, tablets, iPods, iPads or other devices that require 
data entry. 


e Emergency calls to 911 or other public safety agencies will be allowed. 
e Bluetooth or other hands-free electronic devices will be allowed. 
e One hand non-cellular 2-way radio use will be allowed. 


e Teen drivers under the age of 18 will not be allowed to use any electronic devices 
(hand held or not) except to report an emergency. 


Anyone violating this will be subject to penalties and license suspension or revocation.

We had another tough winter this year with a tremendous amount of snow and extremely 
cold temperatures. We hope you found the services we provided were adequate. We had 
very few complaints. Thank you to our plow crews for a great job. There will be a lot of 
patching to our failed road systems, so please bear with us this spring as we are doing the 
best we can to Band-Aid them together. 


This year, we completed Birch Road from the warrant article and budget from 2013. Murphy 
Drive and Dump Road were wear coursed last summer to try to preserve them. Two roads 
were to be done using CIP funds from 2014; however, after Town Meeting, a subdivision 
was approved for Reed Road so we decided to look for an alternative project. We should 
know which road we will use the remainder of the CIP on by Town Meeting. Great Oak 
Drive was reclaimed, drainage issues were addressed, and a binder course was laid down. 
The wear course will be completed this summer. 


We were able to remove approximately 70% of the dirt from the salt shed and moved it 
behind the town hall to create a more level area. We screened a large amount of the dirt and 
we will use this material to put a six-inch layer over this area and grade it this summer. We 
hope that someone will fine grade this area and seed it for future use by the Recreation 
Department. 


A new 36’ x 40’ building was built at the salt shed area to house the new truck and some of 
our plow equipment. We ran out of time to complete the second bay to store our sanders, but 
plan to have it completed this summer and on budget. 


Thank you for the funds for a new plow/dump truck. The truck was ordered June 8, 2014 
and delivered February 9, 2015 at a cost of $176,641.00. It was put into service immediately 
as the old truck died in January.

As always, we would like to dedicate this report to the residents of Chester committed to 
protecting our environment and reducing property taxes by recycling. 


2014 Recycling Center & Solid Waste Transfer Station Summary 


In 2014, the facility’s waste stream totaled 850 tons, of which 300.5 tons were recycled. Of 
these 300.5 tons, 242.4 tons were kitchen* (household) recyclables (see list). This year, the 
average net profit for recycling these kitchen recyclables was $13.24 per ton, versus a net cost of 
$112.61 per ton for the disposal via the solid waste compactor. As a result, the 2014 recycling 
program resulted in a net savings of at least $30,523. This is a significant amount of savings 
considering the total disposal cost of the 550 tons of compacted solid waste was $61,925. 


Overall, 35.3% percent of the Transfer Station’s waste stream was recycled. Unfortunately, 
this percentage is the lowest rate of recycling we have seen in over a decade, and it falls well 
short of the 40% minimum standard recommended by the EPA. 


From observing the general waste disposed of in the trash compactor, there are still two obvious 
areas for improvement. The first is more diligent sorting out of mixed paper, cardboard and 
other recyclables. The second is encouraging home (backyard) composting of specific kitchen 
and other organic wastes. Diligent attention to these items could reduce the waste stream by 
another 10% to 20%.

We reiterate our plea to residents to please be more diligent about crushing your cans. Please do 
this prior to arriving at the Transfer Station (as well as the sorting). It only takes a minute or two 
each day to do this as you amass your recyclables. Our load hauling is scheduled on a volume 
basis, and it costs a great deal of money to haul a load that is mostly air! 


Also, we ask that more folks try backyard composting of some of their food waste. It is amazing 
how much this can reduce the weight and volume of waste going to the landfill. There are many 
resources available online for advice and ideas on how to do this. 


For your information, the State has advised us that dog and cat waste may no longer be disposed 
of in the compost pile and must be bagged and disposed of in the solid waste compactor. 


Lloyd and Bonnie and the rest of the Transfer Station staff are still thrilled with the Bobcat-style 


loader. As much of a help it was for the winter of 2013-14, it really was a huge help this past 
winter! 


Some Interesting Factoids 


e The aluminum cans we recycled conserved enough energy to run a TV for 73+ years! 

e The steel cans we recycled conserved enough energy to run a 100 watt light bulb for 25+ 
years! 

e The scrap metal we recycled conserved ~25 tons of coal! 

e The paper we recycled conserved about ~2,600 40-foot high trees!

Still, many residents do not utilize the Transfer Station and the convenience it provides. We 
encourage those of you who are not using the Transfer Station to come and visit the facility and 
try it out. The facility is open on Wednesday evenings from 6:00 to 8:00 pm, and on Saturdays 
from 7:00 am to 2:00 pm. We look forward to seeing you there. 


In closing, we would like to encourage any citizens with constructive ideas for improvements or 
who have an interest in serving on the Committee to please talk to one of our Transfer Station 
attendants or contact the Board of Selectmen’s Office at 887-4979 for information about joining 
our Committee.

The Chester Historical Society is a non-profit membership organization dedicated to promote the 
study of the history of Chester, to preserve its history through the collection and protection of 
historical matter, and to support the continuing education of the Town’s ever-evolving heritage. 


2014 was a very busy year preserving the Town’s history and its artifacts. This year, the two 
cannons in the center of Town were rebuilt, rededicated and fired on Memorial Day, May 26, 
2014. This project took over a full year to complete. 


We had been keeping our eyes on the Lovering Kiln on Hanson Road and noticed in November 
how quickly it was deteriorating. The Society moved quickly into action towards protecting this 
asset, voted to expend funds to begin preservation, and started the process of stabilizing the Kiln 
within the week. Darrell Quinn volunteered to cut down the trees and brush which were 
threatening its existence. Don Brown and John Colman moved bricks onto the property, mixed 
mortar and kept the heaters going in the Kiln for two months while mason Richard Glynn 
stabilized the Kiln. The project will resume when better weather returns

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The Historical Society organized four programs for the residents of Chester to enjoy. Fred 
Marple was back by popular demand. Many could relate to his small town humor. The 
Historical Society hosted a NH Humanities Council program entitled “Civilians of Gettysburg 
1863.” Ginny and Lew Gagne portrayed in costume what it was like before, during, and after 
the famous battle. The Historical Society also brought to Chester the program: “Petticoat 


Patriot.” This was another NH Humanities program which was a living history portrayal of a 
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woman in the Continental Army. In honor of the cannons returning to Chester the Historical 
Society hosted a NH Humanities Council program entitled "Cannon Shenanigans and New 
Hampshire Muster Day Traditions.” These programs are always free to the community and are 
part of our continuing education of history. 


Each year, the Historical Society has celebrated the birthday of Ruth Ray. Ruth left her whole 
estate, including the now Post Office and Chester Public Library building to the Town of 
Chester. A display of Ruth Ray memorabilia was set up in Chester's Library display case for the 
month of April, and we supplied a cake to the Library for this celebration. 


The Society invited the 5" Grade, which studies colonial America, on a historical tour of 
Lockehaven. Members of the Society broke into groups to speak about different colonial 
subjects. The Society also goes over to the Chester Academy to read during “Read Across 
America.” 


The Society will once again support a warrant article to set aside $5,000 in a Capital Reserve 
Fund for the purpose of funding the 300" anniversary of Chester in 2022. 


For the last two years, the Historical Society members have been involved with the Robert 
Frost/Old Stagecoach Scenic By-way Committee. Route 121 from Atkinson to Auburn has been 
approved by the State of New Hampshire as Old Stagecoach Scenic By-way and Auburn to 
Derry via route 28 by-pass as the Robert Frost Scenic By-way. The Committee is presently 
working on a comprehensive management plan for each town. Chester’s inventory of historical 
places includes Stevens Memorial Hall, the Chester Congregational Church, Village Cemetery 
and the Town Pound. More homes will be added in the future. The Scenic By-way Committee 
now meets four times a year in order to update maps, plans and inventories. 


This year, the total number of our scarecrows topped 500. They were featured in three 
newspapers, one magazine and one television news station. For those who have ordered a 
scarecrow for October 2015, they may be picked up at Stevens Hall, 10am-12pm on the second 
Saturdays of June, July and August.

Programs and Activities 





Through the many uses of the Multi-purpose Room (MPR) and Town Athletic Fields, the 
Commission supports many programs and activities throughout the year. 


The MPR is used to hold practices for many athletic programs 
including basketball, baseball, softball, floor hockey, and volleyball. 
Also, it is used for Town and School events, community dances and 
programs, including Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts, Chester Moms’ 
Club, and adult and senior exercise programs. 





Chester Recreation is dedicated to offering aspiring athletes an 
opportunity to expand their lives through the game of basketball. 
Chester Recreation is focused on empowering individuals “at-risk” 
with the ability to make positive decisions both on and off the court. 
Empowerment is encouraged by enhancing individual strengths 
while placing extreme emphasis on the necessity of teamwork and 
fun. The Chester Recreational Youth Basketball Program is open 
to all Chester girls and boys, Grades K to 8.

Adult Zumba and Cardio Dance Fitness classes are held Monday and Wednesday evenings 
with our certified instructor, Amy Hazelton, who brings an energetic presence to each and every 
class. 


Adult Yoga is offered 2-3 days a week and has morning, afternoon and evening classes. The 
schedule changes from season to season. The program is directed by Rhonda Woodward, 
Certified Kripalu Yoga Instructor and is designed for both beginner and experienced students. 


Adult Co-ed Volleyball Chester Recreation offers free, adult Co-ed volleyball. It is held in the 
Multi-purpose Room every Wednesday night at 7:30 PM and every Sunday at 6:30 PM. All are 
welcome to participate and to have fun. 


Adult Basketball Chester Recreation offers free adult Basketball. It is held in the Multi- 
purpose Room every Tuesday night at 8:00. This is open to the general public. 


The Chester Recreation Department, in conjunction with KC Pilates & Fitness, offers a Senior 
Exercise Class that is FREE to any Chester resident over the age of 55 including those in higher 
risk categories (physician’s clearance is required for all). This class is taught by Kim Cremin. 
The class focuses on strength-building, balance and range of motion exercises. Classes are held 
every Monday and Wednesday from 1:30 — 2:30 PM in the Multi-Purpose Room. 


Wason Pond Recreation Area 


The Commission oversees the Wason Pond Recreation Area including the Ballfields, Beach and 
Playground. We offer a half-day and full day six-week Summer Program consisting of guided 
children’s activities, sports, and crafts, as well as weekly field trips. 


The Kids’ Fishing Derby is held annually the first weekend of June and is a treasured family 
annual event. Chester Recreation stocks Wason Pond for the event. Prizes are given out to the 
children. This event is offered for children up to 16 years of age. 


The Beach is also open seasonally for families to enjoy. Many community events are also held 
including the Wason Pond Pounder, Horse Event and the Boy Scout Yard Sale. The recreation 
area is a carry in/carry out facility and open to the public sunrise to sunset all year long. 


After several years of planning, fund-raising, and development, we look forward to seeing our 
expansive new athletic field space at Wason Pond in use by this coming fall. The broad 
community commitment to making this dream a reality makes this event all the more special. 
Thanks to the people of Chester for voting to fund half of the cost for development of the fields. 
Ongoing, heartfelt, and voluminous gratitude to the “Field of Dreams” organization for their 
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tireless and effective volunteer fund-raising work. Their volunteer efforts have provided the 
other half of the funds for development and will also be covering the cost for 3 years of ongoing 
turf maintenance to ensure that we have a well-developed playing surface to support our many 
and varied recreation activities for years to come. 


Recreation Coordinator 


Daily responsibilities of the Recreation Coordinator include scheduling the Multi-purpose Room 
and the Community Center, coordinating field space and usage requests, conducting sign-ups for 
a variety of Recreation-sponsored programs, daily communication with and assisting Recreation 
Commissioners with their needs, planning, coordinating and implementing of new programs 
along with summer program, as well as meeting the bookkeeping needs for all recreation 
programs. Additionally, the Coordinator’s responsibility has been to prepare Wason Pond for 
summer usage and to continue to assist with development plans for ball fields on property.

The Library spent a large amount of time upgrading our technology in 2014. Koha, our new 
automated system, went live on March 3™. Cardholders may now search our catalog, reserve 
items, and renew Library books online, check their Library account online, and receive electronic 
notifications regarding items that are approaching their due date. We are issuing new Library 
cards to patrons and will require you to bring the card with you to the Library. Bringing your 
card will allow staff to quickly check out items to you. We are providing new cards that can be 
attached to your key chain. You may also take a picture of your library card (barcode side) using 
your smartphone. We can then scan that picture at checkout. 





We appreciated your patience with us as we made our transition to Koha. Over half of our 
catalog records from our outdated system did not meet the standards of the new system. Asa 
result, many of our items purchased before 2009 needed to be added to the system during the 
checkout process. We also needed to add library-standard barcodes to all of our items. Checkout 
transactions were not quick from March through June. We continue to barcode and catalog pre- 
2009 items. We should be finished sometime this year. 


We also appreciate your patience with us regarding the implementation of library fines. Fines for 
overdue items are as follows: 


Books, magazines, audio books, CDs, cake tins, etc.: 10 cents/day 
eReaders (Kindle, Nabi), DVDs, museum passes: $1 dollar/day 
Telescope: $10 dollars/day 
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Patrons with items 3 months overdue or with accrued fines of $15.00 or more will have 
privileges suspended until all fines have been paid and items are returned. We strongly 
recommend that cardholders set up email reminders for items that are about to become overdue. 
Once you receive that reminder, you may return the item before the due date. You may use our 
book/media drops located outside the Library’s front door. You may also renew the item by 
logging into your Library account (http -//chester.nhais.bywatersolutions.com), or call us at 887- 
3404. We only deny renewal requests when another cardholder is waiting for the item. 


As a result of the revenue generated by fines, the Library’s FY 2016 budget proposal is 
requesting a Town Appropriation of $158,700, the same amount voters approved at the 2014 
Town Meeting. If you use the Library, you will know that you receive more in services than you 
pay in taxes. Each resident paid $33.14 in taxes towards the FY 2014 Library budget ($158,700, 
divided by 4,768, the town’s population). Many new hardcover books cost about $28.00. New 
video releases are $25.00. Ifa resident borrows two books or two videos during this fiscal year, 
they will recoup the tax money spent on library services plus change. Use the Library Use 
Calculator at http://nhlibrarians.org/calculator/ to determine your savings. Not a Library user? 
Come by to see what you are missing. 





Books are the major items we lend. We also lend popular TV series like Downton Abbey and 
Homeland. Children may borrow Lego kits, Roominate kits, and Snap Circuit kits. Adults may 
borrow our Kindle tablets and a telescope donated by the New Hampshire Astronomical Society. 


Volunteers greatly helped the Library this year with the hours they spent barcoding the collection 
and assisting with youth programs. Chester resident Jim Gullo contributed 69.5 hours during 
2014. Regina Bellemore volunteered 60.5 hours of her time to Tuesday Story Time throughout 
2014. A total of 198.5 hours were provided by 23 volunteers. We thank all volunteers for their 
assistance. Please contact the Library if you would like to volunteer. 


We are grateful for the Friends of the Chester Public Library (“Friends”). Library cardholders 
enjoy a significant discount for Museum of Science admission thanks to the Friends’ annual 
purchase of this museum pass. They also provide funding for Summer Reading prizes. The 
Friends are always looking for volunteers to assist them with fundraisers such as Breakfast with 
Santa. Please help the Library by joining the Friends. 


Please remember that if the Library does not have the item you need, we can request the item 
from another library. We may also consider purchasing the item for our collection.

The Chester PACT, local cable TV, is comprised of Channel 20 - Chester Government, Channel 21- 
Chester Public Access, and Channel 22 - Chester Education as per the Franchise Agreement between the 
Town of Chester and Comcast communications. 


The PACT Committee has been working to continue to broadcast live government meetings on Channel 
20 from the Meeting Room and from the Rangeway Access Center. Additionally, the PACT Committee 
has been working to broadcast announcements and programs on Channel 21 with the Tightrope Media 
System. Recently, the PACT Committee began recording a local show entitled: “Chester, Your Town” 
with Chester resident Karl Knudsen as its host. This show interviews local residents and local officials 
and will then air the interviews for cable TV subscribers to view. Some improvements that were 
completed this year include an upgrade to the camera system for the Rangeway Access Center with 
robotic cameras and an automated record system. Another accomplishment this year was setting up a live 
camera to Stevens Hall that is broadcasting on Channel 20 currently. This new camera can allow 
broadcasting from Stevens Hall as well. 


The PACT Committee is looking to upgrade the playback, record, and announcement system for 
Channels 20 and 21 for the next fiscal year by using the money in the PACT Fund that has been funded 
by the franchise fee of 1% from Comcast television subscribers. Also, the PACT is requesting to replace 
antiquated equipment in the studio complex and to replace a field camera for recording events. Channel 
22 will be upgraded as the need, funds and equipment become available. 


Residents should note that the request for PACT funding does not come from taxation but is from the 
franchise fee that is collected and put aside into the PACT account; the Committee is asking for your 
support in improving the Chester Cable Access system. The funds received are deposited into a Special 
Revenue Fund established as the “PACT” Fund (Warrant Article 29, May 14, 2003), separate from the 
General Fund. These funds are used only to continue the operation of the public community television 
channels currently aired by Chester Academy and the Town. 


A reminder to Chester seniors who are over the age of 65: you are eligible to receive a monthly discount 
of $2.00 for Standard Cable Service. This was established in the current franchise agreement with 
Comcast. 


Of course, the PACT Committee is always looking for volunteers to assist in supplying local 
programming and to help record the local happenings in Chester.

History 
In January of 2003, the Town of Chester purchased 105 acres of land surrounding Wason Pond for the 
sum of 1.55 million dollars. The land was purchased with conservation funds, which had been set 
aside for use by the Conservation Commission to purchase properties and conservation easements. 
The Conservation Commission voted to approve the expenditure in order to acquire the property for 


mixed conservation and recreational uses. The purchase was approved by Chester’s residents in May 
of 2002. 


A seven-person advisory committee oversaw the writing of the conservation easement, which has been 
placed on the property to protect it from future development or from activities or uses that would be 
out of keeping with accepted conservation practices. (Each year, the easement is monitored by the 
Rockingham County Conservation District.) A Master Plan for the property was developed outlining 
goals for the property including the development of ball fields, the reclamation and restoration of the 
shorelines, wetlands, and other environmentally sensitive areas. The committee was disbanded and 
replaced by the Wason Pond Conservation and Recreation Commission in 2007.

Start with small changes that make a big difference in your own energy use and the pollution we generate on our 
planet. If every American home replaced their five most frequently used light fixtures or the bulbs in them with 
ones that have earned the ENERGY STAR label, we could save close to $8 billion each year in energy costs; and 
together, we would prevent the greenhouse gases equivalent to the emissions from nearly 10 million cars! 
Conservation saves in more ways than one can imagine! Not only is it good for the environment, but it is great 
on your wallet. 


The Chester Conservation Commission currently has six-members, all-volunteers and board-appointed 
by the Selectmen under the provisions of NH RSA 36-A: 2, which allows municipalities in New 
Hampshire to establish commissions “for the proper utilization and protection of the natural resources and 
for the protection of watershed resources.” This work includes preparing maps and plans, "keeping an 
index of open space and natural, aesthetic, or ecological areas" within the town in order to obtain 
information “pertinent to proper utilization of all such areas,” managing our forests, and protecting our 
natural resources through strategic land acquisition and conservation easements. The Commission acts as 
an advisory board to other town and State boards and agencies involved in land use planning, wetland 
impacts, and protection of natural resources in Chester. 


The Chester Conservation Commission meets on the second Tuesday of each month at 7:00 PM in the 
Town Hall Meeting Room at 84 Chester Street. These meetings are used to review: subdivision 
applications, wetlands permit applications, and other matters presented to the Commission for comment. 
Our meetings are televised and open to the public. Your input is encouraged. 


The Conservation Commission members are as follows: Charles Myette, Chairman; Patrick Connelly- 
Treasurer, Baron Richardson, Phil Cassista, Jeff Geary, and Debra Munson. Currently, the Commission 
is in need of one (1) new member. Please contact one of the existing members if you are interested in 
joining and helping conserve Chester’s natural resources. 


The past year (2014-2015), the Conservation Commission has been working on several land preservation 
and protection projects and reviewing land development projects. 


Land Conservation — At this time, the Conservation Commission provides stewardship on over 36 
conservation easements. Chester currently has over 2,000 acres of protected farmland, forests and 
wetlands. The monitoring of these properties is funded by the Conservation and Forest accounts. 


The Conservation Commission was very proud this year to work with Arthur and Betty Sanborn on a land 
donation in Chester to be preserved as conservation land to be used by the Chester’s Boy Scout Troop 
163. The “reservation” located off of Gardner Road will be named after their late son, David Sanborn. A 
formal dedication will be made later this spring.

Family Conservation Area. Four other “Open Space Subdivisions” (Buxton Estates Haverhill Road, Cedar 
view Estates Raymond Road, Jigsaw builders Reed Road, and Mclean Sandown Road) in coordination 
with the Planning Board are being finalized. These 6 projects will add approximately another 150 acres 
of land to Chester’s protected land list. 


Wason Pond — The Conservation Commission continues to be an active member of the Wason Pond 
Conservation and Recreation Commission. Two members of the Commission (Chuck Myette and Patrick 
Connelly) sit on the advisory board. The 105-acre WPCRA was purchased with $1.55 million from the 
Town’s Conservation Fund and is governed by an easement that restricts use to recreation and 
conservation purposes. This year, the Commission and its members have been very involved in 
refurbishing the former bath house. 


Spring Hill Farm — The Commission also is an active member of the Spring Hill Farm Trust. In 
accordance with Miss Church’s wishes (former Chester school teacher) who donated a working farm with 
a house, barn, outbuildings and over 400 acres of farm land to the Town before her passing. Two 
members of the Conservation Commission (Chuck Myette and Jeff Geary, Chairman of Spring Hill Farm) 
are members of the Trust that manages the land and acts as stewards of the Trust and Conservation 
Easement. This year’s efforts were focused on improving and updating the farm house. 


Exeter/Squamscot Rivers Local Advisory Committee (ESRLAC) —The Exeter River begins as a small 
stream in the protected Herrick Woods Conservation Area of Chester and gains strength from several 
tributaries before it tumbles over the dam in downtown Exeter and changes its identity to the tidal 
Squamscot River. The Conservation Commission is a long-time member of ESRLAC representing the 
interests of Chester. More than 18% of the Exeter River Watershed lies within the Chester Town limits; 
and because of the smaller size of the River, near the head waters it is more sensitive to change in water 
quality as a result of urbanization. Over the past 16 years, the impervious surface in Chester has doubled 
increasing runoff as evidenced by recent localized flooding. ESRLAC is working with several of the 
towns to evaluate problem areas and to help fund reconstruction projects as well as evaluating nutrient 
non-point sources. 


Town Forests — The Conservation Commission also has the responsibility to manage the Town Forest 
properties. The Commission is currently evaluating surveying of these lands. 


Agricultural Commission -The Conservation Commission also has two members of the Conservation 
Commission (Chuck Myette and Patrick Connelly) serving on Chester’s Agricultural Commission with a 
mission to promote land conservation and marketing locally grown products. 


UNH Extension - The Commission is currently working with the University of New Hampshire to update 
our Natural Resources Inventory maps and preparation of a new “Wildlife Habitat” map. 


Commission Membership — The Commission Meetings are open to the public, and we welcome new 
members who wish to have a hand in the future of Chester and the preservation of its natural resources 
and rural characteristics. Please join us in conserving Chester’s unique and valuable resources.

A trifold 
brochure entitled Welcome to Chester Agriculture was designed featuring a road-like map highlighting 
the locations of Chester’s agricultural businesses. These brochures were distributed throughout Town in 
custom-made, wood display boxes designed and produced by Chestnut Cabinetry, LLC located on Derry 
Road in Chester. The Agricultural Commission would like to thank Joe Lagana for his high 
craftsmanship and low fee for making the display boxes in time for the 2014 Town Fair. 


As in past years, the Agricultural Commission held several popular events to promote interest in farming 
at its Booth in the 2014 Town Fair. Bob Pepper donated the use of his cow to walk the Bingo Grid for 
Cow Plop 50/50 Bingo and Bill Gregsak surveyed the Grid to identify the winning ticket. Many thanks 
go to both for donating their time and resources to keep this event going. 50% of the prize went toward 
agricultural education in cooperation with the Chester Public Library whose Director sent out a survey 
on how best to use the proceeds. The result was to host a program related to farming or farm products 
and so the Commission will be contacting a speaker to demonstrate pickling, home canning, farm tractor 
repair and/or some other topic promoting farming. Please look for the event announcement and join us! 


At Town Fair, Jodi and Steve Boeske set up a hay wagon for displaying 
contestants in the popular choice “Cute and Ugly Chickens Contest.” 
The children had a good time admiring and voting for the chickens and 
also petting the alpacas from the Sandy Acres Alpaca Farm.

School District Clerk Grimm moved to close the School portion of the meeting; this motion was seconded. The question 
was Called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. The School portion of the meeting is closed. 
Moderator Scott congratulated all newly elected officials. He then read Articles #2 through #4, and announced the results.

request for a Special Exception or Variance, and if such permit has not been implemented with two (2) years of the date of 
such authorization, then such authorization shall become null and void and no permit shall be issued thereafter. The Board of 
Adjustment, at the Applicant's request, may grant a single, twelve (12) month extension.” Yes 237 / No 80 Article 
#4 carries. 

A motion was made to consider the Articles in the order in which they are listed in the Warrant; this motion was seconded. 
The voice vote was in the affirmative. Articles will be considered in the order in which they are listed in the 
Warrant. 

Article #5 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the Budget Committee recommended amount of $3,990,424 for the 
operating budget for the support of Town government for the payment of salaries and for the payment of statutory obligations 
of the Town. Tally Vote - 6 yes/1 no. The Board of Selectmen recommends $4,134,691 by Tally Vote — 5 yes/0 no. This 
article does not include appropriations voted in other warrant articles.

Budget Committee Member Chuck Heuer read a statement from the Budget Committee, urging a unified usage of the CIP 
in order to streamline the budget process and stabilize the tax rate. 

Article #5 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 
Budget Committee Chair Rhonda Lamphere stated that the Town should know that by voting in favor of this Warrant Article, 
they were voting for the Budget Committee’s recommended budget; upon discussion and appeal, Town Counsel Diane Gorrow 
confirmed that this was so. 

Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that this year’s budget was ~$121k, or ~3% more than last year. She outlined 
the differences between their budget, and that of the Board of Selectmen: 

They removed the new police cruiser from the Police Department budget, instead preferring that it be voted on via 
Warrant Article. 

e The benefits line increased 11%. The Board of Selectmen was in favor of passing the entire increase in cost along to 
the voters, but the Budget Committee would prefer that Employees’ contributions be increased from 10% Single/15% 
Family to 15% Single/20% Family. An increase in Employee contributions would cause one employee to ‘go 
backwards’, which could be handled individually. She stated that the Board of Selectmen had been asked by 
Employees to find a cheaper insurance package, but that they had not complied. She also would like them to look 
for cheaper insurance. 

e They do not support an increase in the asphalt line, as the Highway Department has two Warrant Articles for 
roadwork. 

e They turned down a Planning Board Coordinator request due to the fact that no retirement timeline was in place. 

e They reduced the Highway Department engineering budget by 50% due to the fact that it was not always used. 

e They removed the Highway Department’s plowing overtime line, as the Highway Department has the Winter 
Maintenance Fund. 

Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that one must reduce areas that can be controlled in order to cover areas that 
cannot be controlled; she stated that the Board of Selectmen did not do this and that they should be more frugal. 

A request was made, with the necessary five signatures, that a paper ballot be used. 

Chairman Landau responded to the Budget Committee’s comments, as follows: 

e The Board had asked the Budget Committee, during the budgeting process, if they would support a Warrant Article 
for a new police cruiser, but did not receive an answer. As a result, the Selectmen left that vehicle in the budget 
itself. Chairman Landau stated that he is not necessarily in favor of a new cruiser every year, but that he is in favor 
of a new cruiser when necessary, and there are currently two cruisers with close to 200k miles on their odometers. 
He also noted that there have been complaints of too many warrant articles and that the Board was attempting to 
remedy this; as the new cruiser always passes, it seemed reasonable to include it in the Budget. 

e There is a difference of $60k in the Highway Department asphalt line. He noted that every year the Road Agent 
submits Warrant Articles for roadwork, and every year these Articles are voted down. The Road Agent is an elected 
official who has made a good argument for the work needed, and the Board of Selectmen will support him. 

e There is a difference of $5k in the Highway Department engineering budget. Engineering costs have risen, and the 
roads in Road Agent Oleson’s list of roads that need work are not CIP roads. 

e There is ~$20k+ in the Budget under the Benefits line. The Board discussed raising the employee contribution as 
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mentioned by the Budget Committee, but stated that increased contributions would cause nine employees to ‘go 
backwards’, not only one, as the Budget Committee had claimed. He also noted that the Police and Fire Departments 
support and protect the Town; benefits are a moral issue. Unlike the School, the Town does not have a union for 
benefits negotiation. 

Chairman Landau stated that he is in favor of the CIP, but not in favor of funding it every year and then having to vote 
every year to utilize those funds. He also stated (and the Selectmen present agreed) that he was willing to remove the $40k 
for a new cruiser from the Budget itself, leaving it as a Warrant Article, which will leave a ~$100k difference between the 
Budget Committee’s and the Board of Selectmen’s budgets. The Board of Selectmen would prefer to go with a unified budget. 

Chairman Landau moved that the Budget Committee budget be amended to $4,090,424; this motion was seconded. 
Moderator Scott asked for discussion. 

Charlotte Lister asked if there was a Warrant Article for a new police cruiser; there is. 

Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that the original Budget Committee budget was sufficient to operate the Town. 

Colin Costine stated that he has prepared budgets for ~20 years, and that he reads the Tri-Town Times every week; in his 
opinion, the Board passed Department Budgets this year without any discussion, and budgets were increased frightfully. He 
does not believe that the Police and Fire Departments need as much of an increase this year as they have requested. 

Royal Richardson, Chairman of the School Board, stated that the school employees have an 80/20 copay and that unions are 
not an issue. 

Chairman Landau stated that, contrary to Mr. Costine’s assertion, the Board did meet and negotiate the budget requests 
with all Departments. He also refuted Budget Committee Chair Lamphere’s claim that the Board had not worked on finding a 
cheaper insurance package; they had worked on the issue with consultants for two years and there is no package available as 
suitable as what the Town has now. He stated that all portions of the Budget are on the table, including stipends. All prices 
increase all the time. 7he question was called as to the amendment, and the voice vote was in the negative. The 
Amendment to Article #5 fails. 

Budget Committee Member Michael Weider stated that the Town had established, populated, and funded a CIP; there is a 
Warrant Article in this year’s Warrant to utilize funds for roadwork. He is very much in favor of the CIP, stating that future 
residents should help fund what they utilize, and is concerned that the Board of Selectmen is not using it. He stated that the 
Budget Committee worked hard on their budget and it is preferable to that of the Board of Selectmen’s. 

Road Agent Oleson disputed a statement in the Budget Committee’s handout that the Highway Department has 
underspent its asphalt line every year. He noted that the Town hasn’t funded roadwork for seven years, and would like to see 
the Board of Selectmen’s budget supported. 

Ms. Lister moved to amend the Budget Committee’s budget by substituting the Board of Selectmen’s Highway line of 
$683,600, making the total budget $4,068,424; this motion was seconded. 

A motion was made to waive re-reading of entire articles; this motion was seconded. The voice vote was in the 
affirmative; so moved. 

Ms. Lister stated that she had been the Highway Department liaison when a Selectman; she stated that the roads are 
falling apart, and that the Town must pay now, or pay more later. 

Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that there are Warrant Articles for roadwork; she believes that the Budget 
Committee’s Highway Department figure of $605,601 is sufficient. 

Mr. Costine stated that under previous Road Agent Brown, the Highway Budget was under $200k; it is now over $600k. 

Vice-Chairman Hagan stated that the Town has been deferring road maintenance for 8-10 years now, and the piper has to 
be paid sometime. 

The question was called as to the amendment, and the voice vote was inconclusive. A show of hands was requested and 
counted; the hand vote was in the affirmative, 49 to 41. The Amendment to Article #5 carries, and it now reads, in part:

A resident asked what would happen should the budget be voted down; is there a default budget? Budget Committee 
Chair Lamphere stated that there is no default budget, as Chester is not an SB2 town; should the budget be voted down, it 
will either need to be reconsidered or the Town will be shut down. 

Police Chief Burke thanked Chairman Landau for speaking on behalf of the Employees, stating that it was disturbing to 
hear that some look at them as numbers or percentages rather than people. The Police Department would prefer that 
benefits not regress, as although salaries are not huge, the benefit package is decent. Officers can walk out the door today 
and be hired elsewhere for $10k more. He stated that $20k will keep 12 well-trained officers happy to stay, or the Town can 
pay $30-40k every year to replace them. 

Budget Committee Member Weider stated that only one employee would be affected by an increase in employee 
contributions, and that the Board could fix that employee’s situation individually. He stated that the School employees pay 
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20%, most neighboring community employees pay 20%, and believes that the Town’s employees should pay their fair share. 

Selectman LeBlanc stated that according to Finance Director Smith, nine employees would be affected, not one; the Board 
does not support that. 

Discussion being ended, the question was called; Ballot Box #1 will be used. Yes 82 / No 24 
Article #5 carries. 

At this point, the Board of Selectmen took control of the meeting in order to present this year's awards. 

e The Volunteer of the Year award was presented to Don Brown for his restoration work on the cannons, which will be 
rededicated and fired on Memorial Day. 

e The Part-Time Employee of the Year award was presented to Recreation Director Sharon DeLuca for her work on 
Town Fair. 

e The Full-Time Employee of the Year award was presented to Board of Selectmen’s Administrative Assistant Patricia 
Martin. 

e Maintenance Supervisor Tony Amato was thanked for his work, with the installation of the Chester Town Seal on the 
podium pointed out. 

At the conclusion of this section, Moderator Scott again took control of the Meeting. 

Article # 6 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Three hundred, fifty thousand dollars ($350,000) to purchase asphalt 
and to improve, repair and maintain roads in the Town of Chester and to withdraw Three hundred, fifty thousand dollars 
($350,000) from the Capital Improvements Capital Reserve created for that purpose. 7ax Impact: $0.00 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 4 yes/1 no 
Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 6 yes/1 no 

Warrant Article #6 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 

Road Agent Oleson spoke in support of this Article. He stated that the roads in the CIP were on a list created by the 
previous Road Agent; those are the only roads that these funds can be used for. 

Budget Committee Member Weider read the list of roads in the CIP, and confirmed that they are the roads that must be 
worked on with these funds. He did note, however, that Road Agent Oleson can amend this list in the future should he wish 
to. 

Road Agent Oleson stated that he was only involved in creating the list of desired equipment for the CIP, and would have 
preferred to use funds on East Derry Road, but he will of course follow the rules of the CIP. 7he question was called; the 
voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #6 carries. 

Article #7 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Two hundred thousand dollars ($200,000) to purchase asphalt and to 

improve, repair and maintain roads in the Town of Chester. 7ax Jmpact: $.42 
Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 yes/0 no 
Not Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 1 yes/6 no 

Article #7 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. A request was made, with the necessary five signatures, that a 
paper ballot be used. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 

Road Agent Oleson spoke in support of this Article. He stated that these funds were earmarked for a wear course on 
Fremont and Towle Roads. This is the last year that these roads can be used as they are; without a wear course this year, 
they will be lost and it will cost an additional $200k to reclaim them. 

Budget Committee Member Heuer stated that the Budget Committee was not supporting this Article as it was not through 
the CIP, and reiterated that the CIP is a long term funding mechanism strategy. 

Vice-Chairman Hagan stated that it seems as though the Board of Selectmen and Budget Committee agree on the funds, 
but disagree on the process. He noted that every year, money is worth 3% less. 

Budget Committee Chair Lamphere agreed with Vice-Chairman Hagan that the roads need work, but argued in favor of the 
CIP. She stated that a CIP allows new residents to help pay for the infrastructure, and wants all funding channeled through it. 
She believes that Road Agent Oleson is receiving plenty of money to do highway projects. 

Barbara Dolloff asked for more details on the CIP process. Budget Committee Member Weider stated that monies for 
public needs and public safety should go into the CIP fund, and its methodology is per the Master Plan. 

Andrew Hadik posited that the Board of Selectmen should be involved in ranking CIP projects. Utilization of the CIP will 
allow the Town to collect $3k per each new home built; previously, they could only collect from homes built on Town roads, 
not from homes built in subdivisions off of State roads. The Town needs to support what it has enacted; the CIP will assist in 
overturning developer challenges, which may occur when they discover that each new house they build will cost them $3k. 

Road Agent Oleson stated that he is not against the CIP, merely pointing out that if the Town doesn’t spend $200k on 
Fremont Road, it will be way behind. 

Selectman LeBlanc urged the Town to support Road Agent Oleson. Fremont Road never received a wear coat; the 
basecoat is breaking up and the road has only about a year left. 

Ms. Lister doesn’t think the Town can wait a year. The CIP should be utilized, but it would be foolish to wait until next year 
and lose the road. 

Budget Committee Member Weider stated that the impact/“fair share” fees will be closer to $6-7k because the $3k figure 
doesn’t yet include the Police and Fire Departments. If the CIP is not funded properly, it can be overturned and the Town will 
have to return money to developers. The Board of Selectmen should have put this $200k into the CIP last year. Discussion 
being ended, the question was called; Ballot Box #1 will be used. 

Yes 50 / No 56 Article#7 fails. 
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Article #8 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a five year lease/purchase agreement for the sum of 
One hundred eighty-five thousand dollars ($185,000) for the purpose of lease/purchasing a plow truck for the highway 
department and to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty-eight thousand dollars ($38,000) which includes principal and 
interest for the first year’s payment for that purpose. The lease agreement contains an escape clause. Jax Impact: $.08 
payment each year 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 yes/0 no 
Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 4 yes/3 no 

Article #8 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 

Road Agent Oleson spoke in support of this Article. He stated that this new truck would replace the old black GMC, which 
is being retired. The Highway Department employees can drive it. It is larger than the GMC — 33-40k GVW — and will have a 
wing and sander. The purchase amount in the lease is $1. 

Craig Robie asked for the age of the GMC being retired. It was purchased in 2005 for $75-80k and is 9 years old. $26k has 
been spent on repairs in the past six months; it is most likely worth ~$3-5k now. It can be taken to the White Farm to be 
sold. 

Mr. Weider spoke as a citizen, not as a member of the Budget Committee. He stated that he did not support this 
particular truck, and that the Highway Department did not solicit competitive bids. He stated that the Town of Salem had 
spent much less on the same truck. 

Road Agent Oleson stated that he had a quote from the State’s premier plow truck vendor at the state price. The 
configuration is the same as his own plow truck, which has worked well for him; this truck is suitable for Chester’s roads, and 
the entire $185k may not be spent. 

Mr. Weider asked why grants, offsite improvement funds, state purchase contracts, and the CIP were not being used. He 
believes that an International is the right vendor for municipalities. Road Agent Oleson noted that that might be so, but 
Chester was a small town, not a large municipality. He stated that he would be following the Town’s purchase procedures. 

Mr. Costine suggested that the Town hire outside contractors to plow its roads, as spending $10k on an outside plower 
was preferable to spending $100k on its own truck. 

Chairman Landau noted that previous Road Agents have rented their own equipment to the Town, and residents have 
complained about that action. He is in favor of the CIP; 24 houses were built this year, which means ~$75k in impact fees. 
He also noted that once Road Agent Oleson has chosen a truck, it needs to be presented to the Board for their approval. An 
appropriation of $185k does not mean the entire amount must be spent. He mentioned the Transfer Station roof project; bids 
have been received for 50% of the appropriated amount. Figuratively, the Town is not buying a truck — they are buying clean 
roads. 

Mr. Hadik asked Road Agent Oleson if the truck would be used year-round; it will. Would it be driven by current 
employees already on the payroll, so no extra cost there — it will. 7he question was called: the voice vote was in the 
affirmative. Article #8 carries. 

Article #9 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Eighty-five thousand dollars ($85,000) to be added to the Winter Road 
Maintenance Expendable Trust Fund established in 2006 for the purpose of sanding, salting and plowing in the Town of 
Chester. The Winter Expendable Trust Fund shall not exceed eighty-five thousand dollars ($85,000). Tax Impact: $.18

Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 7 yes/0 no 

Article #9 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 

Road Agent Oleson spoke in support of this Article. He stated that all $85k of last year’s Winter Maintenance fund had 
been used, as it was a bad winter. The account needs to be replenished. The question was called: the voice vote was in the 
affirmative. Article #9 carries. 

Article #10 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Sixty-five thousand dollars ($65,000) to begin removal of the debris 
from the grounds around the Town salt shed and to designate Sixty-five thousand dollars ($65,000) of NH State Block Grant to 
offset this project. This will be a non-lapsing appropriation per RSA 32:7, VI and will not lapse until the debris is removed or 
by June 30, 2019, whichever is sooner. 7ax Impact: $0.00 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 yes/0 no 
Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 4 yes/3 no 

Article #10 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 

Road Agent Oleson spoke in support of this Article. He stated that large piles of debris (dirt, rocks, stumps, etc.) had been 
dumped at the salt shed during work done under the old road bond. The debris needs to be moved in order to add a bay 
onto the salt shed for vehicle storage. The debris will be used to level an existing uneven area. 

Budget Committee Member Weider stated that he doesn’t disagree with removal of the debris, but that block grant funds 
should only be used to build and maintain Class IV and V roads. He stated that he had called DOT and asked them if the 
funds could be used for debris removal, and DOT had said no. He stated that other members of the Budget Committee also 
called DOT and received the same answer. He is concerned that this will jeopardize the Town’s block grant funding in the 
future. He also noted that he would prefer the building go through the CIP. 

Mr. Costine urged the residents to support this Warrant Article, stating that the Town receives block grant funds every year 
and that they just go into the unexpended fund balance. He also believes that the debris should never have been dumped 
there in the first place; he suggests that landowners who would like debris used to level their land be asked to sign waivers 
stating their approval of dumping there. 
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Chairman Landau stated that he had called the Block Grant administrator's office this winter, and was told that they did 
not see any problem with using the funds to move this particular debris, because it had been generated by roadwork. They 
needed to perform more research before stating the appropriateness of using it for a building (Article #11). Bill Watson, the 
Grant Administrator, called Chairman Landau this spring, stating that he had received 6-8 calls from Chester residents, 
including the Budget Committee; Mr. Watson stated that he had no problem with using the block grant funds for either of 
these Articles, stating that they both directly affected the Town’s roads. He offered to have the Attorney General's office 
confirm this. Chairman Landau consulted with Town Counsel Gorrow, who consulted with other attorneys and reported that 
none of them had any problem with using the funds for these Articles. 

Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that she received an email stating that each community can make its own 
decision on how to use the funds, but reiterated that she also thinks using the funds for these Articles can jeopardize future 
funding. 7he question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #10 carries. 

Article #11 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Eighty-five thousand dollars ($85,000) for the purpose of constructing 
two bays at the salt shed, one bay to house Town equipment and one bay for storage of sanders and plows and to designate 
Fifty-four thousand, seven hundred sixty-one dollars ($54,761) of NH State Block Grant to offset this project. This will be a 
non-lapsing appropriation per RSA 32:7, VI and will not lapse until the two buildings are completed or by June 30, 2019, 
whichever is sooner. 7ax Impact: $.06 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 yes/0 no 
Not Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 3 yes/4 no 

Road Agent Oleson spoke in support of this Article. He stated that the building will house the new truck, and possibly the 
loader; also, it could be used to hang sanders. It would be insulated, heated, and have a garage door. It could be used for 
additional salt storage in the future, should the Town build a Highway Garage. This is only an estimate, as the debris needs to 
be moved first. 

Vice-Chairman Hagan asked if the need for this building was related to the size of the new truck, and what would happen 
if it were not built. Road Agent Agent Oleson stated that if it is not built, the new truck will have to stay outside in all kinds of 
weather, or garage space will need to be rented. 

Mr. Robie asked how the estimate was arrived at, and by whom; Road Agent Oleson stated that he had made the estimate, 
and the cost depends on the size of the building; it might be 30’ x 40’, or it might be 40’ x 40’. 

The question was called, and the voice vote was inconclusive. A show of hands was requested; the hand vote was in the 
affirmative. Article #11 carries. 

Article #12 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Forth-two thousand dollars ($42,000) for the purpose of purchasing a 
Police vehicle. /Vote: this article to be passed over should the Police Vehicle be included in the Operating Budget. Tax 
Impact: $.08 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 yes/0 no 
Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 5 yes/2 no 

Article #12 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 

Chairman Landau moved that the Article be amended by removing the Note, as it is a bottom line budget; this motion was 
seconded. Moderator Scott asked for discussion. 

Mr. Hadik asked where these funds were coming from; they are coming from taxes, not the CIP. There are funds in the 
CIP for cruiser purchase, but not enough to purchase one this year. 

A resident asked what sort of vehicle was being considered; Police Chief Burke replied that it was a utility vehicle. 

The question was called as to the amendment, and the voice vote was in the affirmative. The Amendment to Article 
#12 carries; the Note has been removed, and the Article now reads, in its entirety: 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Forty-two thousand dollars ($42,000) for the purpose of 
purchasing a Police vehicle. 

Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that the Town used to buy a cruiser ever year, with half of the funds coming 
from the CIP and half from taxation. However, with 24/7 coverage and more officers, a cruiser is needed every years. She 
referenced Article #14, where outfitting the cruiser comes via the CIP. 

Chairman Landau addressed the rumor that the Board of Selectmen wishes to purchase a new cruiser every year. He 
stated that this was not so; it is unknown if a new cruiser would be needed every year. 7he question was called; the voice 
vote was in the affirmative. Article #12 carries. 

Special Article #13 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Ten thousand dollars ($10,000) for the purpose of purchasing 
communications equipment for the Police Department and to withdraw Ten thousand dollars ($10,000) from the Police Detail 
Special Revenue Fund. 7ax Impact: $.00 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 yes/0 no 
Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 7 yes/0 no 

Vice-Chairman Hagan noted the unanimous support for this Article from the Board of Selectmen and Budget Committee. 
There will be no tax impact because the monies are coming from the Police Detail Special Revenue Fund. 7he question was 
called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Special Article #13 carries. 
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Article #14 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten thousand dollars ($10,000) to be deposited into the 

existing Equipment and Vehicle Capital Reserve Fund established in 2008 to purchase police cruisers. 7ax Impact: $.02 
Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 yes/0 no 
Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 7 yes/0 no 

Article #14 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 

Budget Committee Chair Lamphere moved that the Article be amended to call for $14k, not $10k; this motion was 
seconded. Moderator Scott asked for discussion. 

Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that she had thought the plan was for a new cruiser every year. There is 
currently $28k in the fund which was planned for the rescue vehicle, but never used; increasing this Article to $14k will allow 
the Police Department to purchase a new cruiser next year. 

Police Chief Burke agreed with Budget Committee Chair Lamphere, stating that it is likely that a new cruiser will be needed 
every year. 

The question was called as to the amendment, and the voice vote was in the affirmative. The Amendment to Article 
#14 carries; the Article now reads: 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Fourteen thousand dollars ($14, 000) to be 
deposited into the existing Equipment and Vehicle Capital Reserve Fund established in 2008 to purchase 
police cruisers. 

The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #14 carries. 

Article #15 

To see if the Town will vote to place the buildings located on the town owned property known as Spring Hill Farm into the 
Town's general building maintenance budget to provide funding for unanticipated repairs, maintenance and expenses as the 
Selectmen shall agree. 

Not Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 2 yes/2 no/1 abstain 

Article #15 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 

Chuck Myette spoke in support of this Article. He noted that Spring Hill Farm is town-owned property, both the buildings 
and land. The Trust Funds, which were originally generated by selling other properties belonging to Miss Church, are intended 
to operate the farm — maintain animals and equipment, perform haying, etc. The Trustees have occasionally made requests 
for maintenance funding, although none for several years, rather than having a budget; it would be more appropriate to have 
the property maintained regularly via budget rather than making requests as needed. Per discussions with the Attorney 
General's office, the private trust will be changed to a charitable trust, which will allow it to receive grants and donations. ~17 
grant opportunities have already been identified by Erin Newnan. 

Mr. Hadik spoke in support of this Article, stating that Spring Hill Farm was a multi-million gain to the Town. Miss Church's 
donation avoids developments, additional children in the schools and those expenses, etc. It preserves the rural character of 
Chester. This is not much to ask. He also added that budget requests are not automatic; they would be reviewed just like 
any other department. 7he question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #15 carries. 

Article #16 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) for the purpose of installing blown- 
in insulation, siding repair/replacement and painting for the farmhouse located at Spring Hill Farm, 96 Towle Road, Chester, 
NH and to allow the Selectmen to accept any grants and donations towards this project. Tax Impact: $.03 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 3 yes/1 no/1 abstain 
Not Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 3 yes/3 no/1 abstain 

Article #16 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. A request was made, with the necessary five signatures, that a 
paper ballot be used. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 

Mr. Myette spoke in support of this Article. He stated that the farmhouse had been painted several years ago. This paint 
is now peeling, and some rotten siding needs replacing; some lead abatement will be necessary on the trim. The house also 
needs insulation; tenants have always heated with wood, but when the house stood empty for two months, oil heat was 
needed, and it was expensive. The Trustees have solicited bids, and are looking for grants and offsets. This request is being 
presented as a Warrant Article because the work needs to be done this year. 

Budget Committee Member Ephraim Dobbins stated that the Budget Committee has reservations about this Article, to wit: 
they have no idea of the physical condition of the building, and no idea who will perform and administer the work; they would 
prefer that the Town’s maintenance department do it. He also noted that the Budget Committee usually supports all Town 
building maintenance. 

Budget Committee Member Steve D’Angelo stated that the Trust collects rent from the Farmhouse, but they want the Town 
to pay to repair that building. He queried how the Trust operates. He also would like the Building Inspector to inspect the 
building, and stated that no permit was ever pulled when the new furnace was installed. He wants these issues addressed 
before putting any money into the building. 

Mr. Myette reiterated that the Town owns the buildings and land. Miss Church set up the trust to offset costs of operating 
the farm. The Trustees have used ~$50k of these funds, plus all rent collected over the past dozen years, to operate and 
maintain the farm and farmhouse. The furnace was professionally installed and he is unaware of any issue with a permit. 
The Trustees are not paid, and they pay taxes; he would like the buildings to be on a regular maintenance schedule rather 
than requesting funds via Warrant Article every year. 

Budget Committee Member D’Angelo queried the trust again, stating that an attorney should review it. 

Chairman Landau stated that the Attorney General’s Office, in the person of Terry Knowles, had approached the Town, and 
advised the Board and Trustees that the trust should be converted into a charitable trust per Miss Church’s wishes. He points 
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out that the Board is in charge of the Spring Hill Farm finances now, per Article #15, and that they will control the $15k in this 
Warrant Article. Discussion being ended, the question was called; Ballot Box #1 will be used. Yes 47 | No 42 Article 
#16 carries. 

Article #17 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) to be added to the capital reserve 
fund known as Building Improvement and Maintenance Capital Reserve Fund established at the 2008 Town Meeting (Warrant 
Article #18 as amended). Tax Impact: $.04 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 yes/0 no 
Not Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 1 yes/6 no 

Article #17 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 

Selectman LeBlanc spoke in support of this Article. He stated that the fund currently contained $39,805.69; an extra $20k 
has been requested due to several upcoming issues. By 2015, the Town is required by law to remove buried oil lines, and by 
2016, the Town is required by law to remove buried oil tanks. An estimate has been received for $59k to perform both these 
required actions, and this $20k will complete the amount needed to perform both actions at once. If the work is put off for 
another year, an additional $20k might be needed due to inflation. 

Budget Committee Member Weider stated that the original Warrant Article from 2008 did not mention any work to do with 
oil lines or tanks, and that removing these items is not a capital improvement; as such, those funds cannot be used for this 
work. 7he question was called; the voice vote was in the negative. Article #17 fails. 

Article #18 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Three thousand dollars ($3,000) to be added to the capital reserve 
fund known as Town Unanticipated Maintenance Capital Reserve Fund established at the 2012 Town Meeting. 7ax Impact: 
$.01 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 yes/0 no 
Not Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 1 yes/6 no 

Article #18 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 

Chairman Landau spoke in support of this Article. He stated that 10k had been put into the fund a few years ago. Should 
there be damage that is covered by insurance, these funds would be used to cover the deductible; otherwise, they could be 
used for unexpected/uninsured damage. Last year $3k was used to cover three separate deductibles; this $3k requested 
would return the fund to the $10k level. 

Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that there was no reason to fund this Fund; it is currently at $7k and there is a 
line in the operating budget for insurance deductibles. 7he question was called; the voice vote was in the negative. Article 
#18 fails. 

Special Article #19 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) to be used by the 
Planning Board for a comprehensive update to the Town of Chester Master Plan per RSA 674:1, I. This will be a non-lapsing 
appropriation per RSA 32:7, VI and will not lapse until the Master Plan is complete or by June 30, 2019, whichever is sooner. 
Tax Impact: $.10 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 yes/0 no 
Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 6 yes/0 no/1 abstain 

Special Article #19 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. Mr. Hadik stated 
that zoning and subdivision regulations, plus the collection of impact/"Fair Share” fees, are tied to having a current Master 
Plan. 7he question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Special Article #19 carries. 

Article #20 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) to be added to the 
Town Revaluation Capital Reserve Fund established in 2009 in order to prepare for the next Town revaluation in 2016. Tax 
Impact: $.03

Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 7 yes/0 no 

Article #20 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion, but there was none. 7he 
question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #20 carries. 
Article #21 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a Ten (10) Year lease/purchase agreement for Three 
hundred, seventy thousand dollars ($370,000) for the purpose of purchasing and equipping a 3000 gallon tanker truck for the 
Chester Fire Department. There will be no payment in 2014. The first payment of forty-two thousand, three hundred eighty- 
four dollars ($42,384) will be made in 2015. The lease/purchase agreement contains an escape clause. Tax Impact: $.09 
First year payment in 2015. 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 3 yes/2 no 
Not Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 2 yes/4 no/1 abstain 

Article #21 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. A request was made, with the necessary five signatures, that a 
paper ballot be used. 

Fire Chief Antoine stated that a new quote had been received from the lease company, which would increase the amount 
needed for the first payment. He moved to amend the Article to change the amount requested from $42,384 to $43,448; this 
motion was seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion, but there was none. 

The question was called as to the amendment, and the voice vote was in the affirmative. The Amendment to Article 
#21 carries, and the Article now reads, in part: 
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...the first payment of forty-three thousand, four hundred forty-eight dollars ($43, 448) will be made in 
YOIS= 

Moderator Scott called for discussion. Mrs. Dolloff spoke in support of this Article. She stated that a new tanker has been 
needed for years. 

Budget Committee Member Weider stated that the Budget Committee had performed research and analysis; the Town 
owns two tankers, one which is being rebuilt via a grant. They pulled ~3 years of logs, and found that the tanker had been 
used for 78 calls, most of which were not in Chester. The Budget Committee does not understand why this tanker is needed, 
nor did Fire Chief Antoine explain why it is. The tanker is also not in the CIP. 

Fire Chief Antoine stated that he supports the CIP as a long term planning tool. He stated that he had requested that a 
tanker be included in the CIP, but was told that it didn’t “meet muster” and it was removed along with other equipment he 
had submitted. This tanker is 24 years old; there is no additional tax impact, as another payment is ending. 

Mr. Costine stated that what the town needs is a water supply truck. He described this new tanker as a want, not a need; 
the current tanker may need replacement in a few years, but is perfectly good. He also is not in favor of the particular tanker 
that the Fire Department was requesting. He stated that similar models could be purchased for ~$207-$215k; why was this 
model specified? He stated that the late former Fire Chief “Red” Dolloff was all for protecting people and property, but was 
also for doing it economically. He stated that Red was against the Quint, and would be against this tanker as well. 

Fire Chief Antoine stated that there are no hydrants in Chester; if one wants water to fight fires, then a tanker is a need, 
not a want. The Town currently has two tankers; one is 30 years old and off-road; the other is 24 years old. He is attempting 
to avoid an additional tax impact. 

Budget Committee Member Weider stated that the CIP Committee turned down the tanker because there was no 
justifiable need for it; the Town has other trucks that carry water, and mutual aid is nearby. 

Fire Chief Antoine stated that every vehicle the Fire Department owns is a huge asset to the Town, and he has never 
misrepresented their needs. 

Vice-Chairman Hagan suggested deferring this purchase for a year, and stated that the Board of Selectmen would be 
willing to support it again next year. Discussion being ended, the question was called; Ballot Box #1 will be used. Yes 30 / 
No 61 Article #21 fails. 

Article #22 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Five thousand dollars ($5,000) to be added to the capital reserve fund 

known as the 300" Anniversary Celebration Capital Reserve Fund established at the 2013 Town Meeting. 7ax Impact: $.01 
Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 yes/0 no 
Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 7 yes/0 no 

Article #22 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 

Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that there is $5k in this fund currently; Jean Methot is spearheading the celebration. 
Mr. Methot informed her that he plans to have a ballpark budget and committee organized next year for the event in 2022. 
He expects to request ~$20k in total. 7he question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #22 carries. 
Special Article #23 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Forty-five thousand dollars ($45,000) for the purpose of providing 
public, educational, and governmental access television in the Town of Chester. Said funds to be withdrawn from the Special 
Revenue Fund established as the “PACT” Fund (Warrant Article # 28, 2003), separate from the General Fund. Jf passed, this 
will have no tax impact. 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 3 yes/0 no/2 abstain 
Not Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 2 yes/2 no/3 abstain 

Special Article #23 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Budget Committee Chair Lamphere moved that this 
Article be amended from $45,000 to $8,000; this motion was seconded. Moderator Scott asked for discussion. 

Selectman LeBlanc stated that there is $78k in the fund, and the requested $45k is to upgrade the studio, including the 
cost for a technician to install and a $100/week stipend for a person to actually run the studio. The studio is old; it runs on 
VHS, constantly has issues and problems, and it does not have the proper type of equipment for the digital age. 

Jane Grimm spoke in support of the article. She stated that it was a long time coming, and that the funds are not coming 
out of the taxpayers’ pockets. She suggested speaking with Pinkerton, which has a studio. She also asked if the new contract 
had been signed; it has not, as the attorneys are still working on ‘legalese’. She requested that ‘voice in town via Comcast’ be 
added to the contract. Selectman LeBlanc believes that it’s too late to make changes, but he will contact Attorney Epstein to 
see if it is possible. 

Budget Committee Member Dobbins asked for clarification — will customers be able to stream on demand if the upgrade is 
done, or is there just the capability? This is unclear. School Board Chair Richardson asked if the enhancements would 
improve service to the school; Selectman LeBlanc stated that the school is a separate issue and he believes that they are 
doing their own. 

Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that all are in favor of upgrades, but that the vendor made recommendations 
and the liaisons do not know what it's for or what it does. She suggested hiring someone to determine what's really needed. 
She also pointed out that saying it “doesn’t cost the Town” is a misnomer; the funds are taken from Comcast customer fees. 

Selectman LeBlanc stated that he is willing to bring the vendor in to meet with the Board of Selectmen and explain the 
entire thing. They think that it is difficult to get volunteers because the equipment is so old and difficult to use. 

The question was called as to the amendment; the voice vote was inconclusive. A show of hands was requested; the hand 
vote was in the affirmative. The Amendment to Special Article #23 carries, and it now reads, in part: 70 see /f the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate Eight thousand dollars ($8,000) for the purpose of... 

The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Special Article #23 carries. 
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Article #24 

Shall the Town authorize the Board of Selectmen to enter into a five-year lease with the United States Postal Service for 
1862 square feet on the first floor of the Ruth Ray Building with appropriate curtilage on such terms and conditions as the 
Selectmen determine are in the best interests of the Town. 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 yes/0 no 

Article #24 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Budget Committee Chair moved to table this Article; the motion 
was seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 

Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that the Article should be tabled because if it is voted down, there will be no 
Post Office in Chester, just another empty building. 

Chairman Landau stated that the Board of Selectmen cannot negotiate any contract of more than one year; the Town must 
approve those, thus the Article. The Post Office’s offer is insufficient, but they Board cannot negotiate without the Town’s 
approval. 

The question was called as to tabling the motion; the voice vote was in the negative. Article #24 remains under 
consideration. 7he question was called as to the Article; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #24 carries. 
Petition Article # 25 

By petition of 25 or more eligible voters of the town of Chester, NH to see if the town will urge: 

That the New Hampshire State Legislature join nearly 500 municipalities and 16 other states, including all other New 
England states, in calling upon Congress to move forward a constitutional amendment that: 1) guarantees the right of our 
elected representatives and of the American people to safeguard fair elections through authority to regulate political spending, 
and 2) clarifies that constitutional rights were established for people, not corporations. 

That the New Hampshire Congressional delegation support such a constitutional amendment. 

That the New Hampshire State Legislature support such an amendment once it is approved by Congress and sent to the 
State for ratification. 

The record of the vote approving this article shall be transmitted by written notice to Chester's congressional delegation, 
and to Chester’s state legislators, and to the President of the United States informing them of the instructions from their 
constituents by the Board of Selectmen within 30 days of the vote. 

Petition Article #25 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 

Ms. Lister spoke in support of this article. She stated that it was quite important, and that the Town needed to add its 
voices. Other residents stated that corporations are not people. 

Vice-Chairman Hagan noted that 60 years ago, Brown vs. Board of Education was passed to the dismay of many people; 
however, 60 years later, it has proved to be the right thing. Citizens United only met with the Supreme Court three years ago. 
This subject needs more time, the Article appears to be politically motivated, and moreover one should not meddle with the 
Constitution. 7he question was called; the voice vote was in the negative. Petition Article #25 fails. 

Petition Article # 26 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen, by simple majority, to hire a qualified full-time Town 
Administrator to serve as the chief administrative officer of the town. The Town Administrator will report directly to the Board 
of Selectmen and oversee the management and implementation of policies and procedures, and the administration of all town 
affairs pursuant to the directives of a simple majority of the Board of Selectmen. The Town Administrator will be responsible 
for identifying town requirements for capital improvements, building maintenance and repair, equipment maintenance repair 
and replacement needs as directed by the Board of Selectmen. The Town Administrator will provide other services, duties and 
responsibilities to be described in a job description created by the Board of Selectmen. The advertising and preliminary 
review of resumes and candidates for this position shall be done by a search committee appointed by the Board of Selectmen 
and shall be made up of one full-time town employee, three residents at large, and one contracted professional from Municipal 
Resources, Inc. or equivalent agency. Volunteers for the search committee must submit their interest to the Selectmen in 
writing no later than June 1, 2014. The Selectmen shall fill the volunteer positions on the search committee no later than 
June 30, 2014. The search committee will provide the Selectmen with a list of three candidates for the position no later than 
October 30, 2014. The Town Administrator would be hired on or about January 1, 2015. And further to see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate fifty-eight thousand, two hundred and forty-one dollars ($58,241) for the payment of the first 
year’s salary and benefits. All salary negotiations will be done by the Selectmen.

Article #26 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. A request was made, with the necessary five signatures, that a 
paper ballot be used. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 

This Article was petitioned by the Budget Committee. Budget Committee Member D'Angelo stated that the Budget 
Committee worked with an Administrator on the School Budget in the person of Superintendent Jim Gaylord, and that had 
worked well. He stated that a part-tie Board of Selectmen does not have the time or the expertise necessary. He said that 
the Police, Fire, and Highway Departments all have issues that a Town Administrator could be handling, such as the Fire 
Department addition, a new cruiser, etc. The person could also identify grant opportunities. He believes that it will be money 
well spent. 

Chairman Landau stated that the School Superintendent is responsible for one school. The Fire Chief is in charge of the 
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Fire Department addition, because it’s being built due to a donation that his Department received. The Board knows how to 
prioritize; projects are being completed without additional expense. The benefits package alone in this Article is more than all 
but three of the Town's employees earn. He also queried why the Budget Committee was not in favor of spending $3k on 
insurance, but they want to spend $116k on one employee. Chester is a small town; an intermediary is not needed. This 
Article reeks of big government. 

A resident stated that he supports the hiring of a Town Manager; he is tired of seeing the Budget Committee and Board of 
Selectmen arguments in the newspaper every week. He does not see this happening in other towns. This person could be a 
referee. 

Mr. Costine stated that Chairman Landau speaks to Town Counsel regularly, which isn’t free. This position could be funded 
by not calling the attorneys. The Town elected a budget committee several years ago; Budget Committee Chair Lamphere 
asks the tough questions. A Town Administrator could speak to the attorneys and get results faster. 

Ms. Lister stated that one should expect arguments — they are part of checks and balances. She does not intend to vote 
for this position unless it will save the town money. 

Another resident agreed, stating that she needed evidence that this position would save the town money. She is not in 
favor of handing power over to few people to select this person. 

Budget Committee Member Weider stated that the Town Administrator would not control the Town; s/he would just bring 
continuity between the Board of Selectmen, Budget Committee, and Departments. This person would assist the Board of 
Selectmen. 

Leroy Scott stated that he usually attends the Board of Selectmen meetings on a weekly basis, and in general the only 
attendees are himself and Matt Rittenhouse from the Tri-Town Times. He suggested that anyone with complaints attend the 
meetings. He does not see the logic in hiring someone with no authority merely to pass information back and forth. 

School Board Chair Richardson believes that an Administration position is a benefit, much like a school superintendent. 
The Board of Selectmen works on development; the Town Administrator would implement and enforce. Running a town is a 
complicated business. 

Budget Committee Member D'Angelo is in favor of continuity. 

Chairman Landau states that the Town has continuity, referring to the employees at the head table — Town Clerk Gagnon, 
Finance Director Smith, Administrative Assistant Martin. The Town has Departments and Department heads, liaisons, and his 
taxes are high enough. Why does the Budget Committee want to spend $0.24/thousand? Intermediaries are not needed. 

Budget Committee Chair Lamphere wished to clarify a point on a previous resident’s statement — this position is for a Town 
Administrator, not a Town Manager. This person would have authority. Finance Director Smith’s duties would not overlap 
with a Town Administrator's duties. 

A resident stated that it appears that the Budget Committee already made a selection of who they would hire as Town 
Administrator. Budget Committee Chair Lamphere denied this, stating that the Board of Selectmen would be in charge of 
hiring the employee. She referred to the 2007 Management Letter where the Auditors stated that the Town needed an 
Administrator. She also noted that in 2009, the subject of a Town Administrator was raised by the Selectmen and a job 
description drafted, but the subject never went to the Warrant. She also noted that the suggested benefits package was 
“worst case” — a family plan, whereas the person chosen may only require a single plan. Discussion being ended, the 
question was called; Ballot Box #1 will be used. 

Yes 26 / No 61 Petition Article #26 fails. 
Article #27 

To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, and Committees of Officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 
There was nothing to be heard, and no vote needed. 

Article #28 

To transact any other business that may legally come before the Town. There was nothing to be transacted, and no vote 
needed. As there was no further business, it was moved to adjourn the meeting, and the motion was seconded. The question 
was Called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. The 2014 Chester Town Meeting was adjourned at 2:47pm.
